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The past year has been one of serious trials to the 
labor movement of North America. In every section 
of the continent those opposed to the organized workers 
have been able, to a greater or lesser degree, to bring 
about ill-feeling, discord and antagonism both within 
the labor movement itself and on the part of employers 
from the outside. In some places the pressure brought 
to bear by greedy employers in their effort to destroy 
the organizations of the workers has reached really 
serious proportions and has been the cause of some 
anxiety to those not well grounded in the fundamentals 
of the movement, though it can be truthlfully said that 
those of long experience in meeting such opposition 
have uniformly refused to become either excited or 
pessimistic as to the final outcome of the struggle. They 
anticipated just what happened. They understood that 
the rank and file of the membership had been rocked to 
sleep by the easy manner in which the movement had 
been able to force forward during the years of plenty, 
and they knew full well that the vicious battle being 
waged against them would serve to revive interest and 


create in the hearts of the workers a desire to plunge 
into the fight with a determination to repulse every 


assault without regard for the costs. That their faith 
was well founded is now evident on every side, so evi- 
dent, in fact, that some of the employers who started 
out with high hopes of being able to crush out the labor 
organizations are seriously contemplating how abso- 
lutely foolish was their program of destruction, 

The attempt to clothe the fight in the livery of 
patriotism by calling it the American plan failed sig- 
nally in the very beginning because the mask was so 
transparent that even the dimly visioned could see the 
hypocrisy of the claim. 

The feature of the fight which caused many to see 
that it was not what those waging it claimed, was the 
fact that while they insisted upon being organized and 
acting together they were unswerving in their opposi- 
tion to bargaining with the workers in a collective 
capacity and were continually announcing that they 
would not deal with unions under any circumstances 
whatever. 

While there are many retail merchants who are 
ignorant enough not to appreciate the fact that the 
low-wage worker is not and cannot be as good a cus- 
tomer as the highly paid worker, when these men began 
to get practical demonstrations of the influence of the 
open shop upon their business they began to sit up and 
take notice. Then those in the professions began to 
understand that the same set of facts which influenced 


the retailer wound their way all down the line until it 
reached those engaged as doctors and lawyers and 
dentists. While these elements had no particular love 
for the organized worker they were forced to at least 
refrain from helping the other side by their desire to 
escape as best they could the consequences of the fight. 
Thus as the months rolled by the triumph of labor be- 
came more and more evident, and the workers them- 
selves began to tighten up their ranks and to fill in the 
gaps that the employers in the early stages of the strug- 
gle had been able to open up. It is now apparent to 
everybody that the organized workers are destined to 
emerge from the conflict stronger than ever before. 

It is true, of course, that the labor movement suf- 
fered some casualties in the struggle. That was to be 
expected because no institution can engage in warfare 
and hope to escape completely unscathed. The injuries 
inflicted upon the organizations of the workers, how- 
ever, have been insignificant when the ferocity and ex- 
tent of the attack is taken into account. 

The most notable struggle of the year, perhaps, has 
been that of the International Typographical Union to 
‘compel the employers to live up to an agreement en- 
tered into two years ago for the establishment of the 
forty-four-hour week in the commercial branch of the 
printing industry of North America. The membership 
of the organization before the fight started numbered 
less than 80,000, and the entire continent was involved. 
The struggle has now lasted more than a year and has 
cost the union in strike benefits more than $10,000,000. 
The strike is now practically won, less than 6000 mem- 
bers being on the strike roll. The assessment for strike 
purposes has been reduced to less than half its original 
percentage and the organization has suffered the loss of 
less than 1000 members. The forty-four-hour week is 
now an established thing in the printing business and 
the employers have a wholesome respect for the organi- 
zation that stood by its guns and insisted upon strict 
observance of agreements even though the cost of en- 
forcement exceeded $10,000,000. 

The case of the printing trades strike furnishes a 
good illustration as to how successful the enemies of 
labor have been in their efforts to destroy the labor 
movement of North America. The record made by the 
workers is a splendid one, a record that should cheer 
the hearts of lovers of justice everywhere and of all 
those who hope for the steady progress of the human 
race toward the goal of better things. It demonstrates 
beyond peradventure the impossibility of its enemies, 
within or without, destroying the labor movement.

ment as to the permanency of positions, thus creating ex- 
orbitant overhead expense in continuous change of em- 
ployees, making it necessary for the older employees to break 
into their time and work to drag up the work of new em- 
ployees, while the workers are robbed of their wages and 
held in perpetual control by the agencies who force them 
to move from place to place in disheartening fashion.

Employers who do not desire to patronize the fee-charg- 
ing agencies frequently find that through manipulation they 
have unconsciously been led into accepting workers from 
these agencies. This leads to the loss of confidence on the 
part of the employer in free bureaus and the employees are 
embittered for having been forced to pay for the privilege 
of working. The result is bad on both sides, and there is 
no necessity for it, because the state free agencies can and 
do furnish the same service without cost to either employer 
or employee. 

The greatest sufferers through the operations of the fee- 
charging employment agencies are the young women in our 
business offices, who are victimized to an unbelievable ex- 
tent. Their field of opportunity is almost completely under 
the control of these agencies very largely as the result of 
thoughtlessness on the part of employers in sending their 
orders for help to fee-charging agencies rather than” to the 
free agencies.

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ENFORCE PROHIBITION BY THE 
WRIGHT LAW 


46 STATES HAVE STATE LAWS ENFORCING THE EIGHTEENTH AMENDMENT 
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The Eighteenth Amendment to the Constitu- 
tion of the United States is the law of our whole 
country, and ther@®re is the law of California. 
This amendment forbids the making, the sale and 
the transportation of intoxicating liquors. 

The Volstead law was passed by Congress to 
enforce the Eighteenth Amendment. It is the law 
of the whole United States, and therefore the law 
of California. 

The Eighteenth Amendment makes all the 
States equally responsible with Congress for en- 
forcing the Eighteenth Amendment. 

The Wright law simply makes it possible for 
California to do her part in supporting the Consti- 
tution of the United States by helping to enforce 
the Eighteenth Amendment. It adds no new law, 
no new officers and calls for no appropriation of 
money. 

The Wright law is well worded. It matches 
exactly the Volstead law, and of itself changes with 
every change that Congress may make in the Vol- 


stead law; it does this with no further legislation. 

The Wright law was passed by our last Legisla- 
ture and was signed by Governor Stephens. It is 
really now a law of California. But the bootleggers 
and those opposing the Eighteenth Amendment 
and the Volstead law have, by use of the referen- 
dum, prevented the use of this law. They demand 
that it be voted upon at the November election to 
decide whether it may ever be used as a law of our 
State . ; 

If the Wright law is defeated at the November 
election, what will California lose? 

She will lose much money; all fines from those 
who make, sell or transport intoxicating liquors 
will continue to go to the Federal Treasury. If 
the Wright law is upheld all these fines may:be kept 
in California. 

California will also lose her good name as a 
law-abiding State. She will brand herself as a 
State which refuses to support the Federal Con- 
stitution. 


Full Text of the Wright Anti-Bootlegging Act 


Section |. California hereby recognizes the 
requirements of the Eighteenth Amendment to the 
Constitution of the United States for its concur- 
rent enforcement by the Congress and the several 
States. To that end, the penal provisions of the 
Volstead Act are hereby adopted as the law of this 
State; and the Courts of this State are hereby vested 
with the jurisdiction, and the duty is hereby im- 
posed upon all prosecuting attorneys, sheriffs, grand 
juries, magistrates and peace officers in the State, 
to enforce the same. 

Sec. 2. All acts or omissions prohibited or de- 
clared unlawful by the Eighteenth Amendment to 
the Constitution of the United States or by the 
Volstead Act are hereby prohibited and declared 
unlawful and violations thereof are subject to the 
penalties provided in the Volstead Act. 

Sec. 3. California hereby recognizes that its 
power to enforce the Eighteenth Amendment to 
the Constitution of the United States should at all 
times be exercised in full concurrence with the ex- 
ercise of the like power of Congress; and to that 
end, whenever Congress shall amend or repeal the 
Volstead Act, or enact any other law to enforce the 


Eighteenth Amendment to the Constitution of the 
United States, then the provisions of section one 
and two of this Act shall apply hereto. 

Sec. 4. Nothing in this act shall be construed 
as limiting the power of any city or county, or 
city and county, to prohibit the manufacture, sale, 
transportation or possession of intoxicating liquors 
for beverage purposes; and all fines and forfeitures 
collected under any ordinance now or hereafter 
enacted in the exercise of such power shall be paid 
into the treasury of the city or county, or city and 
county, whose ordinance is violated. 

Sec. 5. The phrase ‘‘Volstead Act’’ as used 
herein is defined as title two of the Act of Congress 
enacted October 28, 1919; such title two being en- 
acted under the authority of the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment to the Constitution of the United States and 
providing for the enforcement thereof. 

Sec. 6. Should any section or any portion of 
any section of this Act be found unconstitutional, 
the remainder shall continue in full force and effect, 
it being expressly declared that such is the inten- 
tion.

mitting their organizations to fall into the clutches of these 
operators. 

It is, of course, obvious that the agencies are enabled 
through these exhorbitant fees to make such expenditures 


as will bring this activity well within their hands. It is also’ 


obvious that the success of this activity, that has already 
grown to alarming proportions, is largely dependent upon 
the cleverness of these operators in keeping their clients, 
the employers, unaware of actual conditions by feeding them 
propaganda, in which field they have become highly quali- 
fied and subtly expert. The manipulators know well that 
they are fairly safe from exposure on the part of their little 
victims, whose livelihood is dependent upon their good-will 
and who must bear the burden of the conflict or hazard 
their chances to earn a living. 

A part of the propaganda of these agencies is that “In- 
stead of getting legislation to limit their fees or greater 
appropriations for the free State agencies to enable them 
to more successfully compete, the people should devote 
their energies to employing more special agents by the State 
Labor Commissioner to investigate violations of the law.” 
When they are told that sort of thing should not be neces- 
sary they simply shrug their shoulders and reply: “We 
are only human.” (We are sometimes tempted to challenge 
their right to set up even that claim.) 

Within the past few months a number of stenographers,

to the employment agencies, took steps in an endeavor to 
enlist the interest and understanding of the people of this 
city in an effort to correct the evils complained of so com- 
monly and so bitterly, particularly by the working women 
who cannot escape from the net of the fee-charging employ- 
ment agencies. 


To this end these young women submitted a compre- 
hensive report to the Vigilant committee, an organization 
of women brought together to encourage the enforcement 
of law and the establishment of justice. Immediately dis- 
cerning the merits of this appeal and grasping a vision of 
the far-reaching injury that was being perpetrated upon 
their younger sisters who are entering the business world, 
this committee submitted the report to the Commonwealth 
Club, asking consideration of the matter. In compliance 
with the request the Commonwealth Club appointed a com- 
mittee to investigate the report from the Vigilant Com- 
mittee. For several weeks this committee carried on a care- 
ful investigation and later reported back to the club as 
follows: 


“It is the opinion of your committee that the report of 
the Vigilant Committee is in no way exaggerated or over- 
drawn, but to the contrary, is conservative and gives only 
a few of the many obtainable illustrations of the, to put it 
mildly, unethical dealings of pay agencies. The necessity 
for corrective measures is urgent and undoubted, and to that 
end your committee recommends the following: 

“First—The limitation of fees charged to a reasonable 
amount. 


——y 
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“Second—Proper supervision by the State of all private 
pay agencies, with sufficient funds available for such super- 
vision. 

“Third—A_ proper appropriation for the present free 
state employment bureau to enable it to function in an effi- 
cient manner and successfully compete with pay agencies. 

“Fourth—An educational campaign through various or- 
ganizations and publications so that the public may be thor- 
oughly enlightened as to these deplorable conditions.” 

On the tenth day of May, 1922, a conference was called 
by the Vigilant Committee, invitations to send delegates being 
forwarded to a large number of organizations, among them 
being the Commonwealth Club, the California State Feder- 
ation of Labor, the Chamber of Commerce, the San Fran- 
cisco Labor Council, the Industrial Relations Association, 
the American Legion, the Y. M. C. A., the Knights of 
Columbus, the Masonic Relief, the Native Sons, the League 
of California Municipalities, the Salvation Army, the Na- 
tive Daughters, the Downtown Association, the Southern 
Promotion Association, the Bar Association, the Travelers’ 
Aid Society, City and County Federation of Women’s Clubs, 
the Housewives’ League, the California Club, Girls’ Wel- 
fare Home, California Development Association, the San 
Francisco Center, League of Women Voters, National 
League for Women’s Service, Business and Professional 
Women’s Club, Women’s Forum, Y. W. C. A. and Mothers’ 
Congress and others.

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there is no law to prevent unscrupulous agencies from asso- 
ciating and charging anything in the way of a fee they may 
decide upon, and they do charge in this State sometimes as 
high as 50 per cent of the first month’s pay, which enables 
them to carry on a campaign that makes any attempt to 
conduct a conservative and temperate fee agency almost 
impossible. 

Immediately after the first Conference on Employment 
Agencies was called the fee-charging agencies associated 
themselves and sent out their pamphlets with the cry that 
was doing the work. This not only dis- 
played their usual tactics of cleverly searching out just the 
proper propaganda to feed to their clients, the employers, 
but revealed an insult to the intelligence and desire for 
justice on the part of the employers in our community.

That these agencies thought to cast a barrage of “or- 
ganized labor’’ in the eyes of the people, who can see the 
issue clearly, only exemplifies the methods which have been 
used by them as necessary for the existence of their un- 
worthy business. It is obvious that the issue is one of the 
unorganized workers. The organized workers provide their 
own employment It seems absurd that these 
agencies thought the words “organized labor” a cudgel to 
frighten off employers and hide their own manipulations. 

Many sister states are far ahead of California in meeting 
this problem and laws have been enacted regulating the 
fees that may he charged, limiting them to 5 and 10 per 
cent of the first month’s pay in many places.

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A century anda half ago our forefathers shed their blood 
in order that they might establish upon this continent a gov- 
ernment deriving its just powers from the consent of the 
governed in which the will of the people, expressed through 
their duly elected representatives, should be sovereign.

The pres- 
ent court is probably up to the average of that court in 
ability, wisdom, and character, but these judges, even though 
they sit upon the Supreme Bench of the United States are, 
after all, IT am concerned only with allowing 
them or any other body of men so chosen to have supreme 
power over the happiness, the rights, and the very lives of 
the 110,000,000 people of the United States. 

Sharing the sovereign power of the Supreme Court, but 
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in every way subordinate to it, is the array of minor Fed- 
eral judges. Many of these Federal judges are excellent 
and enlightened men, with a high sense of justice. Some 
of them, notably Judge Anderson of Indiana and Judge Mc- 
Clintic of West Virginia, have, in my opinion, shown them- 
selves to be petty tyrants and arrogant despots. 


Here again I am not attacking the personalities or opin- 
ions of individual judges. I am dealing with the fact, which 
cannot be denied, that we are ruled by a judicial oligarchy. 
Even if all these Federal judges were men of the greatest 
wisdom, the most irreproachable character, and the broad- 
est views, the essence of the situation would not be altered. 
If this were the case, and unfortunately it is not, we would 
merely have a benevolent despotism—an idea repugnant to 
every American ideal. 


From what source, it may be asked, have the Federal 
judges derived the supreme power which they now so boldly 
assert? Not only was such power not given to the judiciary 
in any constitution, state or federal, but the records of the 
Constitutional Convention show that when it was proposed 
in the Constitutional Convention that judges should have 
a veto upon acts of Congress, it was decisively defeated on 
four separate occasions, and at no time received the support 
of more than three states. As a matter of fact, no member 
of the Constitutional Convention was bold enough to bring 
forward a proposition that Federal judges should have 
the power of nullifying a law after it had been enacted 
by Congress and approved by the President. The most ex- 
treme measure proposed in exalting the power of the judi- 
ciary was merely the proposal, presented by Madison and 
James Wilson, that the Supreme Court have the same power 
as the President to pass upon legislation before its final 
adoption, and if the Superme Court should hold it uncon- 
stitutional, that the measure in question should be passed by 
a two-thirds vote of each house before it should become 
effective as law. It was in this restricted form that the 
members of the Constitutional Convention overwhelmingly 
rejected the theory of “a paramount judiciary.” 


There is, therefore, no sanction in the written Consti- 
tution of the United States for the power which the courts 
now assert. They have secured this power only by usurpa- 
tion. Thomas Jefferson foresaw the inevitable encroach- 
ment of the judiciary upon the sovereignty of the people, 
and used his mighty powers to resist it. He said: 
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“It has long been my opinion, and I have never shrunk 
from its expression, that the germ of dissolution of our Fed- 
eral Government is in the judiciary—the irresponsible body 
working like gravity, by day and by night, gaining a little 
today and gaining a little tomorrow, and advancing its 
noiseless step like a thief over the field of jurisdiction until 
all shall be usurped.” 

In extending their jurisdiction in other directions, the 
I*ederal courts have often gone to the judiciary of England 
for precedents, but in asserting their right to set aside the 
laws of Congress they have never looked in that direction, 
and for a very good reason. As Chief Justice Clarke of the 
Supreme Court of North Carolina has aptly said: 

“The courts have attempted only once in England to 
assert a right to set aside an act of Parliament, and then 
Chief Justice Tresillian was hanged and his associates 
exiled to France, and hence subsequent courts have not 
relied upon it as a precedent. No court in England 
since Tresillian’s day has refused to obey an act of Parlia- 
ment.” 

In the beginning encroachment by the Federal judiciary 
was very gradual. In the case of Marbury v. Madison, 
where the power of the judiciary to nullify statutes was first 
formally declared, it is worthy of note that this principle 
was not involved in the decision, but was asesrted only as 
an opinion of the court, and that it was further qualified by 
the statement that it is only legislation “clearly repugnant 
to the Constitution” that can be declared void. 
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The particular case is decided in accord with the popular 
attitude, but there is often adroitly introduced into the de- CG a ee eC ee 
cision what lawyers call obiter dicta,—that is, a carefully 

worded declaration as a mere incidental and collateral ex- 
pression of opinion not material to the decision of the case 
before the court but which is injected into the case at bar 
to prepare the way for a contemplated decision when the 
occasion shall be more opportune. 

This, it may be remarked, is exactly what the Supreme 
Court did the other day in the Coronado case, where it dis- 
missed the case against the United Mine Workers, but laid 
down a line of policy which will in future be relied upon by 
all Federal and many state courts to limit, if not destroy, 
not only trade unions but organizations of farmers and 
others who are concerned in bitter controversies against the 
powers of entrenched wealth. 

Until recent years the Supreme Court ventured to assert 
this great power to override the acts of Congress only upon 
rare occasions and at widely separated intervals of time. MEN’S, WOMEN’S AND CHILDREN’S 
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amendment overruling the Supreme Court, so that the di- 
rect question of the court’s usurped power did not become 
a continuing issue. 
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American judiciary, like many great reform movements of 


that kind, was interrupted and set back by the outbreak of 
the World War. But the judiciary was not checked. On 
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the contrary, it had used this period when the attention of 
the people was diverted by the problems of war and of re- 
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“When the American people come to the conclusion that 
the judiciary of this land is usurping to itself the functions 
of the legislative department of the government, and by 
judicial construction only is declaring what should be the 
public policy of the United States, we will find trouble. 
Ninety millions of people—all sorts of people with all sorts 
of opinions—are not going to submit to the usurpation by 
the judiciary of the functions of other departments of the 
government and the power on its part to declare what is the 
public policy of the United States.” 
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In my opinion, the time of which Justice Harlan spoke 
is now at hand. I believe that the decisions of the Supreme 
Court and the injunctions of the lower Federal Courts, com-

ing as they have as the culmination of a long train of judicial 
usurpations, have aroused every citizen who pretends to have 
any concern for the welfare of his country.

The decision handed down by the majority of the 
Supreme Court on May tsth last, in what is commonly 
known as the Child Labor Case, is merely one of the latest 
manifestations of the usurpation of power by that court. 

Assuredly it is not necessary in this presence to discuss 
the evils of child labor in our industrial system. The con- 
science of the people of this country has been aroused upon 
that subject both by daily witnessing the baleful results of 
pressing children of tender years into the service of greedy 
and selfish employers, and by scientific knowledge of the race 
deterioration that results from depriving childhood of its 
inherent right to grow and develop under normal condi- 
tions. 


The question here is not whether the people wanted the s 


Child Labor Law. That they demanded it, that Congress 
enacted it in response to enlightened public opinion, is cer- 
tain. 

When I first came to the Senate in 1906 the evil of child 
labor in the United States was the foremost subject of in- 
terest and discussion in Congress and in the country. 

Not until ten years later, however, was the Child Labor 
Act passed. But when the vote on the bill was finally taken 
there were 337 to 46 in favor in the House and 52 to 12 in 
the Senate. 

Back of this vote was the enormous pressure of public 
opinion, a tremendous expenditure of energy and effort. In 
addition to the mighty power of the American Federation 
of Labor and labor organizations generally, the women’s 
organizations of the country had worked unceasingly, 
unitedly, disinterestedly. The women’s clubs, the Consum- 
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Children’s Bureau, were powerful factors in securing the 
enactment of the Child Labor Law. 

Any discussion of this subject must take into considera- 
tion the immense setback to human progress which naturally 
follows the annulment of the Child Labor Law. It is a great 
task to overcome the loss of enthusiasm, the disappointment 
and discouragement on the part of those who have given 
years of service to a cause when it is defeated. The people 
are made to feel helpless and hopeless. Their government 
appears to be an autocracy instead of a democracy. 

The decision of the Supreme Court has set aside and 
nullified that law. The question is, what are we going to do 
about it. In order to answer that question it is necessary 
to recall the leading facts in the struggle between the people 
and the Federal Courts on the subject of child labor legis- 
lation. 

The Congress first passed a law upon this subject in 
September, 1916 (c. 432, 39 stat. 675). That law prohibited 
transportation in interstate commerce of goods made at a 
factory in which children under the age of 14 were employed 
or permitted to work, or children between the ages of 14 and 
16 were employed or permitted to work more than eight 
hours a day or more than six days in a week, or after 7 p.m., 
or before 6 a.m. Certainly this was most moderate regula- 
tion and afforded the minimum of protection to young child- 
ren employed in industry. This law was passed by Con- 
gress in response to an insistent public demand. The old 
idea that it was desirable or even commendable to employ 
young children in exhausting labor in factories, mines and 
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nation. This more enlightened view had been accepted by 
the people of the country generally, except possibly certain 
Federal judges, and powerful but selfish manufacturers in 


a few states who were able to defeat child labor legislation 
in those states. 
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The hearings before the Congress upon this measure 
were extended and most exhaustive. It was shown at these 
hearings that the mortality of children in industry was many 
times greater than among children of the same age not 
similarly employed. For example, in the House Report No. 
46, 64th Congress, 1st session, Page 222, it was pointed out 
that mortality from tuberculosis among the most youthful 
children employed in certain cotton mills was four times as 
great as among children of like age not so employed, and 
that of the older children the mortality from tuberculosis 
was two and one-half times greater than children of the 
same age and environment not so employed. 


In the Senate Report No. 368, 64th Congress, rst session, 
at Page I1, it is said: 

“The evidence is overwhelming that unregulated child 
labor does not promote a healthy citizenship; that it tends 
to the deterioration of the race physically; and the dwarfing 
of the children mentally through the denial of a full oppor- 
tunity for education; and to criminality since the statistics 
of our juvenile court show that by far the largest percentage 
of juvenile delinquents are the children who were put to 
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work too soon, rather than the children who are trained in 
the schools.” 

The medical evidence was to the same effect and showed 
that the young child worker became dwarfed in body and 
mind, that the state was deprived thereby of vigorous citizen- 
ship and the child lost his birthright to share in the oppor- 
tunities given to his fellows, and child labor was denounced 
as “child slavery.” 

Wherever enlightened state courts have had occasion to 
deal with this subject, the evidence has all been to the same 
effect. In the case of the Inland Steel Company v. Yedinak, 
upholding the constitutionality of the Indiana Child Labor 
Law, the court said: 

“The employment of children of tender years in mills 
and factories not only endangers their lives and limbs, but 
hinders and dwarfs their growth and development physically, 
mentally and morally. The State is vitally interested in its 
own preservation, and, looking to that end, must safeguard 
and protect the lives, persons, health and morals of its future 
citizens.” 

Because many states were without adequate child labor 
laws and because certain selfish and powerful interests in 
those states, which desired to exploit child labor, were 
sufficiently powerful to prevent state legislation, it became 
necessary that Congress should take action upon this subject 
under its admitted power to regulate commerce between the 
states. That Congressional action was absolutely necessary 
was demonstrated beyond question at the hearings I have 
referred to. There was no means other than through the 
action of Congress by which the citizens of the states with 
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enlightened and humane child labor laws could protect them- 
selves against the goods turned out by cheap and underpaid 
child labor in the states which had no adequate protection 
for child workers. For example, in 1880 the percentage of 
children ua ler 16 years of age to all wage earners in the 
Southern states was 25 per cent. In the New England 
states it was only 14 per cent. In 1890 the percentage in the 
Southern states was 24.2 per cent, still substantially 25 per 
cent. In the New England states it had fallen to 6.9 per cent. 
In 1900 the percentage of the Southern states was still 25 per 
cent, and in the New England states it was only 6.7 per 
cent. One result of this situation was the establishment 
of branches of New England cotton mills in South Carolina, 
Georgia, Alabama, and North Carolina, where young child- 
ren could be worked with little restriction. 

The Industrial Commission, created by the act of June 
18, 1898, in its final report, volume 19, page 922, said: 

“Uniform or at least similar legislation in the various 
states is especially desirable in the case of laws restricting 
child labor because in so far as the employment of children 
is a real economy it gives manufacturers in the states where 
it is permitted an unfair advantage over those in the states 
having child labor laws.” 

The whole matter was well summed up in the testimony 
of Mr. Brinton of Philadelphia, printed in the hearings 
before the Committee on Labor, 64th Congress, Ist session, 
on H.R. 8234, page 270, as follows: 

“Mr. Brinton, Gentlemen of the Committee: From 
Pennsylvania we come to this hearing with high hopes. 
Session after session at our legislature we have been met by 
the cry from the manufacturers, ‘State legislation is unfair. 
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Justice Charles A. Shurtleff is a native of California, and prior to 
his appointment by Governor William D. Stephens, on July Ist, 
1921, as an Associate Justice of the Supreme Court to succeed 
Justice Warren Olney, resigned, had pursued the practice of law 
in the City and County of San Francisco for upwards of thirty-nine 
years. At the time of his appointment he was a member of the 
State Board of Bar Examiners, having served on that Board ever 
since its organization, and was also President of the Legal Aid 
Society of San Francisco, the object of which is to aid the poor 
who are unable to employ an attorney in securing justice. Judge 
Shurtleff was at one time President of the San Francisco Bar 
Association, and was Assistant United States Attorney for the 
Northern District of California from 1889 to 1892. He has always 
taken an active interest in all things looking to the betterment of 
his profession. 
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You ask us to compete with other states of different stand- Vinpeoacucecece.ecuca-ecece.e.e-e cea a e.e 0 0c60:828.0.eielalalaca ceca: acace cecal elec e cele le.8ce; a: a 
ards. This inter-state competition will ruin our business. 

If we must advance let us advance together.” * * * 
The condition which confronts us to-day is therefore in 
actual fact largely a problem of interstate competition 
through interstate commerce; a condition emphasized in 
every child labor campaign in every state; a condition cer- 
tain to grow more hopeless as conditions of competition be- 
come constantly more intense. Interstate commerce is at 
the root of the evil as it exists to-day.’ 

And in the same Senate Report No. 358, 64th Congress, 
Ist session, page 21, which had under consideration the 
measure which afterward became law, it is said: 

“So long a sthere is a single state which for selfish or 
other reasons fails to enact effective child labor legislation, 
it is beyond the power of every other state to protect effec- 
tively its own producers and manufacturers against what 
may be considered ynfair competition of the producers and 
manufacturers of that state or to protect its consumers 
against unwittingly patronizing those who exploit the child- 
hood of the country.” 

It has been well and truthfully said that childhood labor 
in any state lowers manhood labor in every state.

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Congressional legislation is absolutely necessary there- 
fore to protect the childhood of the country, and to protect 
the manhood and womanhood of the country, and to protect 
the consumer from becoming a partner with the exploiters 
of child labor through unwittingly purchasing the tainted 
products of child labor. 
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It was, sir, in recognition of this situation and in obed- 
ience to these compelling reasons that the Congress enacted 
the Child Labor Law to which I have referred. 

The power of Congress to enact that law is not only 
written into the plain language of the Constitution itself, 
but Congress had so frequently exercised a similar power 
as to make it seem certain beyond the possibility of a doubt 
that no court would venture to question the Congressional 
power to enact this much-needed legislation. The clause 
of the Constitution of the United States which I contend 
expressly confers upon Congress the power to enact this law 
is found in Section 8, where it is declared “The Congress 
shall have power * * * to regulate commerce with 
foreign nations, and among the several states, and with the 
Indian tribes.” 

The power of Congress to regulate commerce between 
the several states is therefore supreme. The Congress has 
precisely the same power to regulate and control commerce 
between the several states that it has to regulate and control 
commerce with foreign nations. Before the Congress 
passed the Child Labor Law it had passed many other laws, 
the constitutionality of which had been upheld by the 
Supreme Court, which not only regulated but practically 
prohibited interstate commerce in certain commodities. It 
had prohibited the movement in interstate commerce of lot- 
tery tickets, (see lottery case 188 U.S. 321; persons for 
immoral purposes, Hoke v. United States, 227 U.S. 308; 
diseased stock, Reid v. State of Colorado, 187 U.S. 137; 
adulterated food, Hopilite Egg Company v. United States, 
220 U.S. 45; intoxicating liquors, Clark Distilling Company 

7, West Md. Railroad wee 242 WSs Be p398 
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In these and many other instances Congress had abso- 
lutely closed interstate commerce to certain persons and 
commodities under its power to regulate commerce. That 
the commodities excluded were in many instances not harm- 
ful made no difference. (See United States v. American 
Tobacco Company, 221 U.S. 106 132). 

The Constitution vested in the Congress solely the right 
to determine the necessity and propriety of regulating even 
to the point of prohibiting the transportation of any article 
in interstate commerce. This rule had been so repeatedly 
declared in the cases to which I have referred and many 
others that it had come to be accepted as a self-evident pro- 
position. Nor was this all. So tenacious of the power of 
Congress to control interstate commerce has the Federal 
Government always been that the power of states to regulate r

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The administration of the law was given to the Federal 
Children’s Bureau under the direction of Julia Lathrop, a 
rarely gifted executive. In her 6th annual report Miss 
Lathrop said: 

“A well-organized system of administration had been 
developed which was constantly growing in_ efficiency. 
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States, however, by a 5 to 4 decision declared the law uncon- 
Federal statute and with competent administering officials 
were working in excellent co-operation with the Govern- 
ment inspectors to the strengthening of both. In some 
states laws had been modified to make possible compliance 
with the certificating provisions of the new statute. In 
others the direct issuance of certificates by the officers of 
the Children’s Bureau was securing an orderly procedure, 
returning many children to school, increasing the popular 
demand for schools, and incidentally showing the parents 
and the public the need of physical tests of fitness for work. 
Cases of wilful violation had been successfully prosecuted, 
though this was the least important effect of the law.” 

In spite of the clear language of the Constitution and 
the many decisions of the Supreme Court, the ink was hardly 
dry upon the Child Labor Act passed by Congress in 1916 
before an inferior Federal judge in North Carolina, assumed 
to hold the act void as unconstitutional and enjoined its en- 
forcement in that district. I refer to the case of Hammer 
v. Dagenhart, which reached the Supreme Court on appeal 
by the Government and was decided in June, 1918. 

We are informed from the record in this case that the 
bill to test the constitutionality of the law was filed in the 
United States district court for the Western district of 
North Carolina by a father in his own behalf and as the next 
friend of his two minor sons, one of the age of 14 and the 
other between the ages of 14 and 16 years. All were em- 
ployees in the cotton mill at Charlotte, North Carolina. Who 
paid the expenses of these cotton mill operatives in the litiga- 
tion does not appear. The Supreme Court of the United 
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States, however, by a 5 to 4 decision declared the law uncon- 
stitutional in spite of the plain language of the Constitution 
and in spite of that court’s previous decisions. Mr. Justice 
Holmes, however, filed a strong dissenting opinion which 
was concurred in by Mr. Justice McKenna, Mr. Justice 
Brandeis, and by Mr. Justice Clark. In his dissenting 
opinion, Mr. Justice Holmes said: 

“The question then is narrowed to whether the exercise 
of its otherwise constitutional power by Congress can be 
pronounced unconstitutional because of its possible reaction 
upon the conduct of the States in the matter upon which I 
have admitted that they are free from direct control. I 
should have thought that that matter had been disposed of 
so fully as to leave no room for doubt. I should have 
thought that the most conspicuous decisions of this Court 
had made it clear that the power to regulate commerce and 
other constitutional powers could not be cut down or quali- 
fied by the fact that it might interfere with the carrying out 
of the domestic policy of any State. * * * 

“T should have thought that if we were to introduce our 
own moral conceptions where in my opinion they do not 
belong, this was pre-eminently a case for upholding the 
exercise of all its powers by the United States. 

“But I had thought that the propriety of the exercise 
of a power admitted to exist in some cases was for the con- 
sideration of Congress alone * *. * It is not for this 
Court to pronounce when prohibition is necessary to regu- 
lation if it ever may be necessary—to say that it is per- 
missible as against strong drink but not as against the 
product of ruined lives. 

“This does not meddle with anything belonging to the

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view of the propriety of sustaining a lottery from that which 
generally prevails, I cannot believe that the fact would re- 
quire a different decision from that reached in Champion v. 
Ames. Yet in that case it would be said with quite as much 
force as in this that Congress was attempting to inter-meddle 
with the State’s domestic affairs. The national welfare as 
understood by Congress may require a different attitude 
within its sphere from that of some self-seeking State. It 
seems to me entirely constitutional for Congress to enforce 
its understanding by all the means at its command.” 

' The opinion written by Mr. Justice Day for the five 
judges constituting the majority of the court, does not in 
form overrule any previous decisions, but says: 

“In our view the necessary effect of this act is by means 
of a prohibition against the movement in interstate commerce 
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of ordinary commercial commodities, to regulate the hours 
of labor of children in factories and mines within the States.” 
Of course the very purpose of the legislation was to pre- 
vent young children being overworked in mines and factories Always Eat 
in states that refuse to pass decent child labor laws. The 
majority opinion, however, in apparent justification of North 


Carolina’s law, said: s 
“In North Carolina, the state where is located the factory 
in which the employment was had in the present case, no 


child under twelve years of age is permitted to work.” 


The majority opinion held that the products of child 
labor, though stained with the sweat and blood of its victims, 
are untainted, and that the Congress of the United States CE 
is powerless to declare otherwise. 


The 7th annual report of the Chief of the Children’s 
Bureau tells the results of the repeal of this Child Labor P dticea 
Law by the Supreme Court in its decision of the Dagenhart aie ue 
case, as follows: 
“The immediate effect of the decision of the Supreme 
Court in States where the State child-labor standards were 
lower than those imposed by the Federal law was the prompt 
restoration of the longer working day for children under 16 
and an increase in the number of such working children. 
In addition, in a number of these States there was an ap- 
preciable increase in the violation of the State laws. For 
example, of the 53 factories visited in one State by inspectors 
of the bureau shortly after the Federal law was declared A Dessert—No more expensive than others 
unconstitutional, 47 were found violating the State law by 
employing 430 children under 12 years of age, while in the 
40 factories inspected in this State while the Federal law 
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was in operation only 95 children under 14 had been found 
at work. The tendency to illegal employment of children 
was especially marked in the canning industry. In one 
State where the minimum age for employment in canneries 
was 14 years, the same as that establised by the Federal law, 
721 children under that age, including over 50 who were 
not yet 10 years old, were found employed in 205 canneries 
visited by inspectors of the bureau in the Summer of 1918.” 
(After the Supreme Court had nullified the Child Labor Motors and Generators 
Law.) 

Congress at the next session, passed the act of February 
24, 1919, which sought to obviate the objection of the 
Supreme Court by levying an excise tax upon the employers 
of child labor who transported their product in interstate 
commerce and who employed children within the prohibited 
ages and in excess of prescribed hours. This statute, in 
my opinion, though amply supported by authority to be found 
in previous cases of the Supreme Court, was doomed unless 
the court should reverse its decision in the Dagenhart case. 
When the decision was handed down on the 15th of last 
month in the case of Bailey v. The Drexel Furniture Com- 
pany, setting aside and nullifying this statute, Justice Clark 
dissented. I assume that the other judges dissenting in 
the Dagenhart case which I have discussed previously 
thought that the decision in that case was conclusive and 
that a dissent was useless. The Bailey case, like the Dagen- 
hart case, also came up from the western district of North 
Carolina, and in eee an inferior Federal judge FAIRBANKS, MORSE & CO. 
assumed to nullify a statute passed by the Congress after SAN FRANCISCO 
the greatest consideration, and approved by the President. 
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It is worthy of note also that the Dagenhart case which 
settled the principle and fixed the position of the majority 
of the court, should almost wholly escape public notice and 
condemnation, while the Bailey case decided last month, 
which does little more than to cite the Dagenhart case as 
authority, has provoked hostile comment from one end of 
the country to the other and is made the subject of consider- 
ation in this conference. The explanation is, of course, that 
the Supreme Court decided the Dagenhart case June 3, 1918, 
when we were all too busy making the world safe for democ- 
racy to pay any attention to what was happening to our own 
children. 

I have briefly sketched the manner in which the Federal 
courts have thwarted the will of the Congress and of the 
people in the matter of child labor simply because it is typical 
of the conduct of the Federal Judiciary, and particularly the 
Supreme Court, whenever Congress has sought to enact pro- 
gressive and humane legislation which was offensive to 
great financial interests and enterprises. The point that I 
am trying to make is that we are dealing with a fixed pur- 
pose and predisposition on the part of the Supreme Court 
and the Federal judiciary generally. 

This decision is, however, merely the last of a long list 
of decisions equally arbitrary and equally indefensible from 
the standpoint of public welfare. 

You have only to recall the decisions arising out of the 
employers liability statutes, the Arbitration Act, the Work- 
men’s Compensation Act, the Income Tax Laws, and the 
shameful manner in which the court rewrote and misapplied 
the Anti-Trust Act in the Standard Oil and Tobacco Trust 
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In San Francisco itself, three new centers of activity have been 
opened, and one in Richmond across the Bay.

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San Francisco, which will make it possible for women to live respect- 
ably on small salaries. Room will be furnished, too, for the Adminis- 
trative Offices of this Territory. The present building on Valencia and 
McCoppin Streets has become too small for the purpose, and is to be 
remodelled and used exclusively as a Training School to train Salvation 
Army workers for specializing branches of work. The next session of

and other cases. If perchance the memories of any of you 
are very short, I direct your attention to the recent decision 
of the Coronado Coal Company case. 

The opinion in this case by Chief Justice Taft is signifi- 
cant because of what the court says on questions that are not 
involved in the case rather than because of anything that is 
actually decided. This is another case of obiter dicta. 

A six-line decision was all that was required to dispose 
of the case on its meirts, for the Supreme Court was reluc- 
tantly obliged to admit the fact that there is not and never 
was, any evidence to show that the defendants conspired to 
restrain or monopolize interstate commerce. That being 
true, of course there is not, and never was, any case against 
the United Mine Workers in the Federal court. The court, 
however, went out of its way through 29 pages of obiter dicta 
to berate the defendants and to characterize them as outlaws 
and murderers, and Chief Justice Taft wound up his opinion 
by saying: “The circumstances are such as to awaken re- 
gret that in our view of the Federal jurisdiction, we cannot 
affirm the judgment.” In which the court went outside the 
record to announce a principle which will be laid hold of 
by the Federal courts whenever necessary to disrupt labor 
unions and farmers’ organizations throughout the country. 

There is no need for laymen to comment upon these de- 
cisions. Let the dissenting members of the Supreme Court 
themselves comment upon the action of the majority of the 
court in these cases. 

First of all, let us recall to your minds the stock dividend 
decision, by which the Sixteenth Amendment to the Consti- 
tution was in large part nullified. This amendment empow- 
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ered Congress to lay taxes “on incomes from whatever 
source derived.”” But by a bare majority, five to four, the 
Supreme Court held that this did not cover income in the 
form of stock dividends. 

Listen to what the minority, comprising the ablest mem- 
bers of the court, said with regard to this decision: 

“If stock dividends representing profits are held exempt 
from taxation under the Sixteenth Amendment the owners 
of the most successful business in America will, as the facts 
in this case illustrate, be able to escape taxation on a large 
part of what is actually their income.” 

It was further declared by the minority: “That such a 
result was intended by the people of the United States when 
adopting the Sixteenth Amendment is inconceivable.” 

I wish to recall to your memories, also, the decision of 
the Supreme Court in the Steel Trust case. This was de- 
cided by a bare vote of four to three, inasmuch as Justices 
Brandeis and McReynolds did not participate in the decision. 
Justice Day, in this case, delivered the dissenting opinion, 
which criticises the decision of the majority in these burn- 
ing words: 

“As I understand the conclusion of the court * 
they amount to this: That these combinations * * * 
although organized in plain violation and bold defiance of 
the provisions of the (Sherman) act, nevertheless are im- 
mune from a decree effectually ending the combinations and 
putting it out of their power to attain the unlawful purposes 
sought, because of some reasons of public policy requiring 
such conclusion. I know of no public policy which sanctions 
a violation of the law, nor of any inconvenience to trade, 
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domestic or foreign, which should have the effect of plac- 
ing combinations, which have been able to thus organize one 
of the greatest industries of the country in defiance of law, 
in an impregnable position above the control of the law for- 
bidding such combinations. Such a conclusion does vio- 
lence to the policy which the law was intended to enforce, 
runs counter to the decisions of the court, and necessarily 
results in a practical nullification of the act itself.” 

Another set of decisions particularly affecting the rights 
of labor were the so-called picketing cases in one of which 
the court nullified the power of a state legisalture to define 
the conditions under which picketing might be carried on 
and instead itself laid down minute and absurd rules upon 
the subject. This case well illustrates the tendency of the 
courts not only to legislate by evading the acts of Congress, 
but even to enter upon the field of prescribing minute rules 
and regulations upon any subject which it chooses. 

I cannot leave these decisions, limited as my time is, with- 
out recalling to you the criticism which Justice Holmes 
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(concurred in by Justice Brandeis) delivered with reference 
to the decision of the court in the now famous Abrams case. 
To my mind this case, involving the fundamental right of 
freedom of speech, best illustrates the extreme length to. 
which the court is prepared to go under the influence of its 
prejudices and passions. Justice Holmes did not mince 
words when he said in his dissenting opinion: 

“In this case sentences of twenty years’ imprisonment 
have been imposed for the publishing of two leaflets that I 
believe the defendants had as much right to publish as the 
Government has to publish the Constitution of the United 
States now vainly invoked by them * * * Only the 
emergency that makes it immediately dangerous to leave the 
correction of evil counsels to time, warrants making any 
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exception to the sweeping demand ‘Congress shall make no 
law * * * abridging the freedom of speech” * * * 
I regret that I cannot put into more impressive words my 
belief that in their conviction upon this indictment the de- 
fendants were deprived of their rights under the Constitu- 
tion of the United States.” 

Heretofore the people of the United States have met the 
difficult situations created by the court’s decisions on con- 
stitutional matters by dealing with the particular question 
upon which the court was at variance with the popular will. 
When the court held that a sovereign state might be sued by 
the citizen of another state, the people were indignant, but 
they cured this situation by speedily passing the Eleventh 
Amendment. The people of the United States cured the 
situation created by the Dred Scott decision by the adoption, 
after a civil war, of the Thirteenth and Fourteenth Amend- 
ments. When the Supreme Court held the income tax law 
invalid, the people, after thirty years, were able to cure this 
situation by the adoption of the Sixteenth Amendment, 
which, as we have.seen, the Supreme Court, has already par- 
tially nullified by exempting stock dividends from taxation. 

We have never faced the fundamental issue of Judicial 
Usurpation squarely. 

The time has now come to do so. It would require a 
dozen constitutional amendments to correct the evils of the 
decisions which the court has handed down within the past 
three or four years. 

The time has come when we must put the axe to the root 
of this monstrous growth upon the body of our government. 
The usurped power of the Federal courts must be taken 
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away and the Federal judges must be made responsive to 
the popular will. 

Now, sir, as toa remedy! 

The subject is one to which I have given much thought. 
For years I have seen the day coming when the Federal 
judiciary must be made, to some extent at least, subject to 
the will of the people, or we must abandon the pretense that 
the people rule in this country. We have created, or at least 
have suffered to grow up within our land, a Frankenstein 
which must be destroyed or else it will destroy us. 

No student of existing conditions, however conservative 
he may be, can ignore the alarming fact that there is a wide- 
spread and growing belief in the public mind that our courts 
and kindred tribunals established to administer justice under 
the law are more considerate of property interests than of 
personal rights. 

For years the current literature of the day has teemed 
with it. It is idle to say that it is confined to the violent 
denunciation of the agitator and demagogue. It has found 
expression in publications of accepted standing. It has been 
the theme of eminent publicists. It has been denounced from 
the pulpit. It has been discussed in the meetings of national 
and state bar associations. It has become the settled convic- 
tion of millions of worthy citizens of the Republic. 

I say this is no longer an academic question. Out of it 
has come the demand for the recall of judges, which is 
already embodied in the constitutions of at least three states 
of the Union. 

In the American home, in our schools, and in all the 
relations of life we are taught to respect and reverence our 
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courts. The judiciary alone, of all our institutions of gov- 
ernment, was set upon an eminence of station and conse- 
crated to a service designed to lift it above the suspicion of 
perverting justice. 

Standing somewhat apart from the turmoil and clash of 
the material world, our courts were insured a calm and 
repose where they might hold with even hand the scales of 
human justice. Nor was that all. Through common-law 
proceedings for contempt, and a great body of statutory 
crimes against justice, we have thrown about them as con- 
stituted every protection and safeguard which the wit of 
man can provide. 

But this immaterial isolation, and sanctity of position, 
this absence of direct responsibility to the people, has led the 
Federal judiciary, and particularly the Supreme Court, to 
assume and to exercise an arbitrary power wholly incon- 
sistent with popular government. 

The question is, which is supreme, the will of the peo- 
ple or the will of the few men who have been appointed to 
life positions on the Federal bench. 

It is idle, sir, in my opinion to talk about a constitutional 
amendment which will merely meet the objection to the 
child labor law raised by a majority of the Supreme Court. 
We can not live under a system of government where we are 
forced to amend the Constitution every time we want to pass 


a progressive law. The remedy must adequately cope with 


the disease, or there is no use applying it. 
I fully recognize the fact that the power which the court 
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now exercises to declare statutes of Congress unconstitu- 
tional is a usurped power without warrant in the Constitu- 
tion, and it is absolutely certain the Constitution would never 
have been adopted had the men at that time believed that the 
court they were providing for would assume the powers now 
exercised by our Federal judges. 
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Is the remedy then such a drastic change in the Con- 
stitution as will forever strip the judiciary of this power? 
I do not think this is necessary, nor do I think that the popu- 
lar election of Federal judges would adequately meet the 
situation. 

I would amend the Constitution so as to provide. 

(1) That no inferior Federal judge shall set aside a 
law of Congress on the ground that it is unconstitutional ; 

(2) That if the Supreme Court assumes to decide any 
law of Congress unconstitutional, or by interpretation under- 
takes to assert a public policy at variance with the statutory 
declaration of Congress, which alone under our system is 
authorized to determine the public policies of government, 
the Congress may by repassing the law nullify the action of 
the court. 

Thereafter the law would remain in full force and effect 
precisely the same as though the court had never held it to 
be unconstitutional. 
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second time would have been effective and we would have 
had an efficient child labor law today. Had such been the 
Constitution, it would not have been necessary to wait 
twenty years to get an income tax law after the Supreme 
Court had reversed its former decision uphoiding the law. 
Were such now the Constitution, the Congress could by 
statute speedily correct the indefensible policy, asserted by 
the Supreme Court in the Coronado case, with respect to 
labor unions, farmers’ associations and other voluntary 
organizations. 

While, of course, it is a great burden upon the people 
to require them virtually to pass remedial legislation twice, 
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nevertheless where the subject is important enough and the 
interest keen enough it will not be a difficult thing to do. 

The Constitution gave to the President of the United 
States a veto upon legislation, in order that the executive 
might be able to protect itself against encroachments. But 
it also gave to the Congress the power to assert its will by 


repassing the law even after it had been vetoed. This was . 
necessary in order to prevent the President from using his 
veto to block all progress and make himself a despot. 


The Constitution did not give the courts a veto, but as I 
have shown, repeatedly refused to permit them even to par- 
ticipate in the exercise of the Presidential veto power. 
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Nevertheless, the courts have asserted not a veto power 
while laws were in the making, but have usurped the far 
greater power to nullify laws after they have been enacted 
and by the process of so-called interpretation to declare the 
public policy. They thus themselves enact what shall be the 
law of the land. 

What I propose is that Congress shall be enabled to 
override this usurped judicial veto and to declare finally the 
public policy just as it has the power to override the Presi- 
dential veto, so that we may realize in fact the fundamental 
purpose of the Constitution as declared in Article I, Sec- 
tion 1, that “All legislative powers herein granted shall be 
vested in a Congress of the United States, which shall con- 
sist of a Senate and House of Representatives.” 

Certainly no one can complain that the plan proposed is 
revolutionary, or even radical. It can fairly be criticised as 
being too conservative, but it at least would give the people 
an effective method of expressing their will if the sentiment 
and purpose is strong enough, and it would relieve the pres- 
ent intolerable condition. 

A very good illustration of what I propose is found in 
the recent history of the House of Lords of Great Britain. 
That body, as you know, constitutionally has a dual charac- 
ter. It is both a law-making body and a court. Our Supreme 
Court, by usurping legislative powers, has become somewhat 
like the British House of Lords. You will recall that several 
years ago the House of Lords refused to approve the budget 
adopted by the House of Commons, taxing landed estates for 
the promotion of a great program of social legislation. This 
veto so provoked the popular branch of the British. Parlia- 
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ment that the next general election was fought out on the 
issue that thereafter if the House of Lords withheld ap- 
proval of any measure of the House of Commons, the latter 
could by repassing the bill nullify the action of the Lords. 
The British people overwhelmingly supported the House of 
Commons. 

Even after this election, the Lords were still inclined to 
rebel against giving up their veto power, but through the 
influence of the Prime Minister the King was induced to 
threaten to pack the House of Lords with enough new mem- 
bers to bring about the passage of the law. The result was 
that the Lords yielded, and the British Government became 
to that extent more representative. 

Can we not do as much in this country as the British 
did? Can we not reduce our Federal judiciary to its con- 
stitutional powers? If not, we can at least arrest its fur- 
ther growth. We can prevent its further encroachment 
upon the law-making branch of the Government. The plan 
I propose will do this, and I believe will be accepted by the 
people in all parts of the country without regard to party, 
as the quickest means of restoring their government to the 
people. 

We are confronted with a situation wherein we must 
make a choice that will determine the destiny of this nation 
in all the generations to come. This choice is simple but 
fateful. Shall the people rule through their elected repre- 
sentatives or shall they be ruled by a judicial oligarchy ? 
Shall we move forward in our development as a_ nation, 
carrying out the will of the people as expressed by their 
ballots or shall all progress be checked by the arbitrary 
dictates of five judges until the situation becomes so des- 
perate that it can no longer be endured? 

I have no doubt what the choice of the American people 
will be when this issue is submitted for their decision. The 
American nation was founded upon the immortal principle 
that the will of the people shall be the law of the land. The 
courts have forgotten this, but the people have not. When 
they have an opportunity they will overwhelmingly declare 
that they will no longer stand for all the wheels of progress 
being blocked by the arbitrary dictates of a majority of nine 
judges, but that a way shall be opened whereby the nation 
may move forward in peace, in order and in harmony to 
achieve the great ideals of freedom, prosperity and happiness 
enshrined in the Declaration of Independence and in the pre- 
amble of the Constitution of the United States. 
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The theory of evolution is based upon the so far unfail- 
ing observation that everywhere in existence environment 


conditions life, so that changes in environment produce 
changes in structure and the habits of life of the creatures 
subject to such changes of environment. This is the law 
of the physical universe so far as explored, and the evidence 
is accumulating and tending in the direction of making it 
also the law of the mental or spiritual side of existence. It 
pertains in no less or different degree to the realm of human 
society, all the affairs of government and private life. The 
theory of evolution is a key to every science and art, and no 
human endeavor is properly related or conducted if it fails 
to take cognizance of its place in the chain of development. 

There is a trite saying among jurists who have studied 
legal antiquities and the vestiges of ancient civilizations that 
since the days of Justinian civil law and government have 
invented or discovered no new legal principle. In modern 
society politics and business continually originate new legal 
principles, create new legal rights, and struggle for the 
enactment of new legislation. Yet among popular orators 
and even among the leaders of the labor movement, which 
latter depends for its existence and future entirely upon the 
creation and perpetuation of new legal principles and rights, 
we hear much talk and praise about “the ancient liberties,” 
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the “undying principles of democracy,” and their great de- 
sire for the return of present civilization to the days of the 
golden age, and the re-enactment of the golden rule. Those 
are the great illusions, for neither history nor science pro- 
duce an iota of evidence tending to prove that such ideal 
conditions really existed except in the hearts and minds of 
the great and noble men who formulated them and trans- 
mitted them to posterity as guides for future endeavors. 
When the Clayton Act was enacted in 1914, there was 
much jubilation, and rightly so, in the ranks of organized 
labor because of the insertion of section six of the act, which 
proclaimed that “the labor of a human being is not a com- 
modity or an article of commerce.’ Though somewhat 
cryptic in its relation to the rest of the act, the formulation 
of the principle was equivalent to the creation of a new legal 
principle and an immense number of potential legal rights 
founded upon that principle. The act was termed, not in- 
appropriately “labor’s magna charta,” a title giving a retro- 
spective vista of labor’s great travail from the days of King 
John to those of President Wilson. Section 6 of the Clayton 
Act sounded lovely to the ears of American workers, as 
lovely as seven hundred years before, the Latin unintel- 
ligible phrases of King John’s parchment sounded or were 
interpreted to the villeins of those days purporting the prom- 
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ise of a new legal existence. As President of the American 
Bar Association, William Howard Taft, in 1914, warned 
what he repeated in 1922 as Chief Justice of the United 
States Supreme Court, that notwithstanding all its phrase- 
ology the Clayton Act meant no more and no less than what 
was already then, that is in 1914 before the enactment of the 
law, in consonance with “good equity practice.’ And as 
far as King John’s parchment is concerned, it has yet been 
enforced only to a minimum of its meaning and may re- 
quire another seven hundred years for its full realization 
by the people boasting of its benign protection. 

Through its experience with the Clayton Act and simi- 
lar laws, organized labor knows now how little the formula- 
tion of a new legal principle amounts to unless it is coupled 
with enjoyment of the legal rights flowing logically there- 
from. Legal rights proceed from legal principles as the sap 
and fruit is created and developed from the seed of the apple 
planted in the soil, and as the plant is watered and per- 
mitted to grow from season to season until it has attained 
the stature of a tree. Even when imbedded in constitution 
and statutes legal principles mean but little until they are 
enforced and the conditions they create are being enjoyed. 

A new legal principle is but the means to an end. It is 
the description in words of the method whereby legal rights, 
that is recognized rights, enforceable by the individual in 
a court of justice or backed by the power of the government, 
may be enjoyed as completely as the owner of property 


enjoys the use of his goods, or the producer the product of 
his skill. 
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No legal right is established until it is recognized by | 2OccccOMMKO OOOO: a 
society and enforceable by the individual against the whole 
world. In other words, a new legal right is not a parch- REST STEEL CASTING COMPANY 
ment or a statute law, it is a condition and becomes the 
environment in which its possessor lives and plans for his INCORPORATED 
future welfare. Legal rights condition life constitute civil- 
ized man’s environment, and are subject to the law of evo- 
lution. 

When our American revolutionary forefathers estab- 
lished the written Constitution of the United States, they 
were actuated by a desire to put beyond cavil and dispute 
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certain fundamental conditions of government and citizen- 


ship, which they from tradition and experience under the 
English unwritten constitution deemed essential as cor- 
ner stones in the fundament of their new status as a free 
and sovereign people among the family of nations. But, in 
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and solemn compact of society, they adopted and gave sanc- 
tion to an unknown and undetermined number of concepts, 
implications, conclusions and potential principles and rights, 
which they never intended or suspected, or which they left 
for future discovery or application, to be evolved under the 
stress and exigencies of national life and changes in en- 
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mandatory or prohibitory, and serving the common weal or 
woe. These many hidden rocks in the fundaments of our 
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governmental structure are the marvel, delight, satisfaction, 
discontent or distress to generations of Americans, past, 
present and future. They are the landmarks and cross- 
roads indicating the direction of our history and develop- 
ment as a nation, and without an intimate study of their 
significance and meaning, there can be no workable under- 
standing or planning of national progress. 

To illustrate some of the meaning and steps in the evo- 
lutionary process of American legal principles, we may quote 
some of the more notable and conspicuous events in our 
constitutional history. By learning well the lessons of the 
past American labor may eventually and more quickly ac- 
quire the necessary determination and skill to realize tradi- 


tional ideals, create a new status of legal relations, founded 
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Under such conditions we may well ask how did the Con- 
stitution thus become mere wax in the hands of its inter- 
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power and afford equal protection to high and low, rich and 
poor, wise and foolish, virtuous and delinquent ? 

A few historical incidents will light our way, and make 
the meaning of evolution clear to all who may desire to 
know and profit by the lesson that they present. 

Human society is a living organism. It grows, expands, 
and as it does so, its organs grow and expand with the 
living mass. The organs of society are its laws and insti- 
tutions. When these cease to change in conformity with 
the tasks put upon them, they atrophy and lose their func- 
tions, or become the means of death and decay. Other new 
organs may be developed, or the functions of the brain and 
the mental system may be accelerated and changed becoming 
almost new organs of sense and ordering of the system. 

When the different departments of the government came 
into conflict with one another as to the meaning of certain 
provisions of the constitution, the judiciary under the lead- 
ership of Chief Justice John Marshall by rigorous logic de- 
duced from the constitution itself the power to declare laws 
unconstitutional, thereby overriding the executive and legis- 
lative branches of the government. The case of Marbury 
v. Madison, in which this new legal principle was first 
evolved, is a milestone in our constitutional history, and 
much may be said for and against the decision. But whether 


approving or denouncing the doctrine, it cannot be denied 
that the development of the legal principle created a won- 
derful crop of new legal rights and conditions to be enjoyed 
by some and mourned by others. 

The origin of the doctrine of the “police power” of the 
state dates back to 1823 when the Legislature of the State 
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of New York prohibited interments in the cemetery of 


Trinity Church in New York City. As compensation to the 
lot holders was refused-in a test case, it appeared that the 
law confiscated their property in contravention of the Con- 
stitution. But the Supreme Court of the State upheld the 
law, and thus originated the new principle of the police 
power, under which so much good, bad and indifferent legis- 
lation has been since enacted. 

The Dartmouth College case established the new legal 
principle that a charter from the sovereign is a contract, 
whose validity cannot be impaired by the individual states. 
And upon this case the great structures of corporation law, 
public utility legislation and the financial and investment 
system of the country has been built up, likewise for good, 
bad and indifferent uses and purposes. Many branchings 
of the road of contractual law have since been found by 
judicial decisions, each decision establishing new departures 
in the legal application of the principles until there has 
been established a network of corporation law, the intricacies 
of which can be understood only by the great experts and 
specialists in this branch of contractual relations. 

Whenever pressure of environment has been directed 
towards the courts, they have found always an outlet from 
constitutional limitations and previous decisions, the result- 
ant new legal principle being developed into new legal rights, 
sometimes for the betterment, some times for the bewilder- 
ment or bedevilment of all concerned. 

During and after the Civil War there developed the 
new doctrine of the ‘war power,” enabling the federal and 
state governments to evade many constitutional provisions 
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and adapt their activities to the exigencies of the moment. 
During the recent World War, during the reign of the Lever 
Act, the Espionage Law, and other federal statutes deriv- 
ing their force from the exercise of the war power, we 
observed the creation of new legal principles never before 
dreamt of as inherent in the federal system of government. 

At this very stage of national history we are seeing the 
birth of a new legal principle being applied on a gigantic 
scale to enable the government to deal with the nexus of 
industrial forces engendered through the contest of capital 
and labor in the mining and transportation industries. This 
new principle is termed ‘“‘a national emergency” a condition 
enabling the government to function in peace times with the 
same unlimited sovereign power as under the war power. 

The doctrine of injunctions in industrial disputes is an- 
other illustration of the growth of new legal principles and 
the creation of new legal rights and conditions. 

So the contest between law and anarchy, order and con- 
fusion, persists with the growth of population, industry and 
intelligence. The pronouncement of new legal principles, 
and their application to the environment for whose sake 
they are created mark the important stages of growth, and 
he is blind indeed who has not grasped the significance of 
these signals of weal and woe emanating from the powers 
of government and expressing to all who want to learn and 
understand the policies of the government and the means it 
proposes to use to accomplish its purpose. 

History, experience and thought, all lead to the same 
conclusion: the importance of studying the constitution, 
standing always on its principles, and securing able and con- 
scientious persons willing to carry out its principles and 
interpret them in the interest of the many, for whose protec- 
tion we, the people of the United States, did establish this 
Republic. 

If men, judges and governors, instead of upholding the 
constitution and its immortal principles, deny the people 
their legal rights and protection guaranteed them under the 
constitution, it becomes their duty to get rid of such men, 
in the manner sanctioned and appointed under the said in- 
strument, which contains within its fold all that is needed 
to establish justice between all the members of the Nation. 
If you defy the government, believing yourself in the right, 
defy it in a constitutional way, and in the end justice shall 
prevail and the wrongs of which you may complain shall be 
righted. But when engaged in a lawful contest, keep it up 
to the very end, let there be no let-up until the principle for 
which you fight prevails, and the constitution is again vin- 
dicated by its true defenders. | 
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The Church and Industrial Relations

Has the Church any responsibility for right relations 
in industry and, if so, has it any fitness for helpfulness in 
this complex and delicate field of human activity? 

There are those who maintain that it has neither. The 
Church’s business, so they tell us, is to preach “the pure 
gospel” of God’s eternal grace and truth and to keep its 
hands off the practical problems of commerce and industry. 
Curiously enough, we find in this group the theological con- 
servative and the social radical, each agreeing with the other 
that religion and the social problem should be kept as far 
apart as the poles. They disagree, however, in their estimate 
of the value of religion, the one holding that religion is the 
very sustenance of the soul, the other maintaining that it is 
merely an ancient song by which the oppressed of earth 
have ever been lulled to sleep. And as the Church has no 
responsibility for industry, so also (we are told) it has no 
fitness helpfully to counsel the parties to industry. Further- 
more, it not only has no fitness, but it should make no attempt 
to acquire it, for it should stick to its last, which is baptizing 
the babies, educating the young in religion (when and if 
desired), marrying the healthy, comforting the sick, sustain- 
ing the aged and burying the dead. In short, this view of 
the Church’s province, if generally adopted, could reduce 
the Church to a sort of ambulance corps, training the main 
body of the human army, picking up the weak, caring for 


the wounded and burying those killed in action. It would 
relegate the Church to a permanent place in the rear of the 
race’s progress, deny it any responsibility for pointing out 
the way of advance, for locating the water springs ahead, 
for posting the arid spots, warning against dangers, sug- 
gesting a proper pace and indicating what the objective 
should be. 

On the other hand, there are those who believe that the 
Church has responsibility for right relations in industry, 
as it has for right relations in every other sphere, and that 
its fitness to discharge this responsibility is a progressive 
acquisition similar to the growing knowledge of every 
thoughtful group in society about this increasingly impor- 
tant and conspicuous aspect of our common life. By “the 
Church” is meant, not merely the ministers of the Church, 
but the whole body of those who profess to be guided by the 
principles of Jesus. The patent fact that churchmen, both 
clerical and lay, are judged with peculiar severity when they 
sin against any of the tenets which they profess is but a 
rough recognition of the Church’s responsibility for setting 
standards of human conduct; and I have not been able to 
discover that any sphere of life is exempt, in the popular 
judgment, from this responsibility. 

This does not mean that the Church is authorized by its 
Lord, or equipped by its experience to make out plans for 
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shop management, giving all details of the specifications, 
and then to say to a perplexed manager or a puzzled labor 
leader, “Here is the pattern given in mount. Take it as 
of divine origin, follow it implicitly and it will solve all of 
your problems.” But it does mean that the Church cannot 
escape the responsibility imposed upon it as the steward in 
time of certain social principles which it believes to be eternal 
in their validity. These principles it did not originate. It 
received them from the lips of Him whom it reveres as Lord 
and Master and it believes, therefore, that they correspond 
to ultimate reality. The Church holds that whatever is 
opposed to these principles is bound sooner or later to be 
destroyed and whatever is in harmony with them is equally 
bound to abide, however impracticable conformity to them 
may appear to be in any given age or place. In other words, 
these principles are believed by the Church to be the ultimate 
basis of that social order which alone can abide because it 
conforms to God’s will for the race. Believing this, the 
Church would stultify itself if it deliberately withheld the 
application of these principles from any phase of human rela- 
tionship. If the Church is not fit to apply these principles 
to industrial relations, then in order to save its soul, it must, 
no matter at what cost, acquire that fitness. 


The Social Principles of Jesus. 


The principles which the Church seeks to inculcate into 
all human relationships, industry included, are three: 

1. The Sacred Worth of Every Personality as a Child 
of God. 
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2. Brotherhadd as the Pr rimary i Relation Bere een Man 
and Man. ns 

3. Mutual Service as the Supreme Duty of Man. 

1. The Sacred Worth of Every Personality as a Child 
of God: For Jesus each human being has distinct and meas- 
ureless value and upon this assumption rests the entire social 
program of the Christian Church. Whatever cramps human 
life, blights personality and depreciates human dignity rests 
under the condemnation of the Carpenter of Nazareth. 

From this estimate of personality certain considerations 
flow: (a) No man is to_be considered simply as a means 
for realizing the ends of others, for so to think of a man is 
to treat him not as a person but as a thing. This principle 
is clearly inconsistent with slavery in any form for it runs 
counter to all valuing of people according to their utility to 
us rather than for their intrinsic worth. It does not pro- 
claim that all men are equal or that they should be equal in 
reward, but it does require that all shall have equality of 
opportunity to share in the Father's common gifts and for 
each to gain his “fill” of life through normal self-develop- 
ment. It means that the deliberate restriction of output by 
an artificial slackening of pace to prolong a job of God- 
given powers and is as indefensible ethically as the deliberate 
destruction of food supplies to keep up the price. It con- 
demns all impoverishment of the lives of others through 
one’s pursuit of gain an ddeclares the test of industrial effi- 
ciency to be, not the size of the profits, but the effect on 
human lives. When it becomes generally recognized, this 
haga of the sacred worth of Benen will abolish the 
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common expressions “labor market” and “hands” as syno- 
nyms for the manual laborers in industry, for it is incom- 
patible with the doctrine that labor is a commodity, since it 
is impossible to separate labor from the laborer. It con- 
demns any and all conditions of labor which menace health, 
limit knowledge, narrow sympathies, deaden imagination, 
weaken moral vitality or in any way needlessly hamper the 
development of personality, whether the work be done at the 
bench or at the desk, in the shop or in the office. It encour- 
ages whatever will afford workers opportunity for self- 
expression in their tasks, confessedly a most difficult thing 
to accomplish in modern large scale production where effi- 
cient organization seems to require that many workers shall 
spend the best years of their lives making or adjusting a 
small part of a manufactured article. Here the greatest 
wisdom is called for and the counsel of the best minds and 
the warmest hearts is needed to point out the way. What 
has been accomplished already by giving to each worker 
information about the industry as a whole and an oppor- 
tunity to make his voice heard, through representatives of 
his own choosing, in the direction of the plant where he 
invests his labor are straws that show that the wind is blow- 
ing in the right direction. Rightly supplementing this is the 
steadily increasing leisure which may be used for self- 
development in other things outside the factory. In these 
leisure hours the Church’s responsibility and opportunity are 
very great, for between the blowing of the whistle at 5 p. m. 
and at 8 a.m. a man is free from the discipline of his work 
and lives by those inner sanctions which we call character. 
What the family, the Church and the school imparted to the 
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growing boy and girl before working days began, and what 
they continue to impart between work days, determines the 
uses to which leisure hours are put. Let me say just here 
that I think we have not given industry proper credit for 
the educational and disciplinary value of its processes. I 
strongly incline to the opinion that if the Church, the home 
and the school educated as effectively for leisure hours as 
industry educates for working hours, social progress would 
grow apace. Some one has said that “the educated man is 
the one who can get the most fun out of $5.00.” As T think 
of this, Tam bound to confess that industry educates men 
to earn $5.00 more efficiently, than the Church, the home and 
the school educate them to have a good time with it after 
the whistle blows. 
(b) Dwarfing the personalities of the future and mort- 
gaging the character of the humanity that is to be by the 
working of children for gain, and the inadequate protection 
of the women workers who are to be the mothers of the race 
are, of course, ruled out of court by this first principle of 
social ethics. The pathetic tragedy of child labor is still a 
blot upon our national industry—a tragedy which ought to 
be particularly repugnant to the American sense of fair play, | $ 
for it is the exploitation of the relatively helpless. Children | 
have no votes with which to frighten politicians into voting | & W. J. H Y N ES 
them a square deal and so far, every attempt to deal with | 8 
this problem on a national scale has been defeated by the 
greed of those who profit by the labor of children who are 
dwarfed in body and robbed of that future efficiency which 
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each successive group on the industrial scrap-heap just when 
they reach maturity is condemned utterly by the first prin- 
ciple of the Church’s social creed, and any industry which 
has to rest on child labor ought not to be preserved because 
it is not worth preserving. 

And the time is coming when the same attitude will be 
taken toward a woman’s support of an industry. Investiga- 
tions show clearly that women, as a rule, go into industry 
because they must live and their children and dependents be 
fed and clothed. There are exceptions to this statement, 
for some go to work because they wish to be over-fed and 
excessively clothed. In the present situation, however, the 
practical question is not whether women shall be employed 
or not, but whether the conditions of work are to be conducive 
or detrimental to their own welfare and to the future wel- 
fare of society. The Church maintains that women’s rights 
to political and economic equality with men are fundamental 
to democracy and the safety of the future, and advocates 
“such regulation of toil for women as shall safeguard physi- 
cal and mental health of the community.” 

(c) But perhaps the aspect of our present industrial 
order most seriously in conflict with the first principle of the 
Church's social creed is the lack of continuous opportunity 
to work. The Church maintains that while the world does 
not owe a man an unearned living, it does owe him the right 
to earn a living. It is not merely an economic question; it 
is profoundly spiritual and moral. What unemployment 
means in physical distress is bad enough, but it is as noth- 
ing compared with the mental anguish, harassing fears, 
blighted hopes and crushed ambitions both for oneself and 
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for those dependent upon him. The Church’s advocacy of 
“social insurance against unemployment, sickness, disability 
and old age” is a recognition of what even the possibility of 
unemployment means: the constant and gnawing appre- 
hension that is caused in the minds of the great majority of 
wage earners when at work by the fear that dismissal may 
occur at a week's or a day’s notice without any fault of the 
worker and without any assurance that another opportunity 
for self-maintenance will soon be available. The demoraliz- 
ing effects of unemployment on character makes humanly 
impossible for thousands of our fellow citizens the living of 
that kind of spiritual life for which the Church stands, and 
is the open secret of the familiar process by which the unem- 
ployed often become unemployable. Emergency measures 
designed to give employment to hungry men and their de- 
pendents will be needed until better measures which deal 
with the malady at its source are generally adopted. In 
every hungry man out of work society faces a person, not 
a theory, and he must be fed. But when this first principle 
of social ethics is put into general practice, it will abolish 
the present unethical device of making huge aggregations of 
capital reasonably immune against unemployment by pay- 
ing dividends in lean years from an undivided surplus laid 
up in fat years, while the labor which helped to amass that 
surplus walks the streets in unwilling and anxious idleness. 
Whatever will make the investment of labor as secure as the 
investment of capital will help to solve a problem of vast 
human dimensions which at heart is not economic but pro- 
foundly moral and spiritual. 

2. Brotherhood as the Primary Relation Between Man

ception and is never regarded by Him as an isolated unit. 
Personality can be understood, therefore, only in the light 
of its converse, which is brotherhood. Brotherhood, in turn, 
rests upon the Church’s faith in the divine Fatherhood, for 
“those who have one Father * * * cannot be distantly 
related.” The extent to which Jesus regarded men in terms 
of social unity is nowhere more clearly revealed than in the 
Lord’s Prayer. There He teaches men to think of God as 
“our Father,” to seek not private gain but “our daily bread” 
and to recognize social responsibility in asking forgiveness 
for “our trespasses.” 

Here also we come upon the proper motive for all human 
action, which the Church, following the lead of its Master, 
calls Jove. The word has been depreciated so disastrously 
in the English tongue that I am unwilling to apply it to 
industrial relations without stopping to define it in the terms 
used by the Committee on the War and the Religious Out- 
look of the Federal Council of the Churches of Christ in 
America. “By love, as used by Jesus, is not meant simply 
an emotional attitude. It is an active desire that all men 
shall have the fulness of life that one desires for himself.”’— 
(“Church and Industrial Reconstruction,” p. 19.) 

When we ask ourselves how far this spirit of human 
brotherhood is actually existent in our industrial life, and

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can.” ‘The Church is opposed to the closed anti-union shop 
(by explicit deliverance) and implicitly opposed to the 
closed union shop, if established by force. The Church’s 
attitude toward the closed shop is probably chastened and 
tempered by its own colossal blunders in attempting to en- 
force a closed ecclesiastical shop in days gone by. The Span- 
ish Inquisition of the Roman Catholic Church, the Presby- 
terian John Calvin’s approval of the execution of the Uni- 
tarian Servetus, and the harrying of the Dissenters by the 
Church of England (to name no other examples) were mani- 
festations of the human desire to have everybody co-operate 
in carrying out one’s own ideas. But the Church never 
flourished under the “‘closed shop” regime as it has since 
it gave up the attempt to enforce it. Organized labor, like 
the Church, has won its right to existence and growth be- 
yond the power of any force in society to gainsay it. The 
Church believes that organized labor, also like itself, will 
flourish like a green bay tree when it makes its appeal for 
membership solely on the basis of easily demonstrated ad- 
vantages which attach to organization. 

And organized capital, so the Church believes, must give 
up its foolish and futile effort to destroy organized labor. 
Both the Federal Council of the Churches of Christ in Amer- 
ica, representing 34,000,000 Protestants, and the National 
Catholic Welfare Council, representing the entire Roman 
Catholic Church, recently issued deliverances against the pres- 
ent so-called open-shop drive, which masquerades in the garb 
of “The American Plan,” as, on the whole, an effort to crush 
organized labor in this country. As a measure of revenge 
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for the autocratic exactions of organized labor during and 
immediately following the war, the American plan is easily 
understandable. But as a constructive measure looking to 
permanently better industrial relations it is unworthy the 
sacred name it has appropriated, and will certainly provoke 
reprisals which will indefinitely postpone the establishment 
of constitutionalized industry. 
(b) The second denial of human brotherhood is the 
extreme inequalities in the distribution of wealth in the 
United States. 
I can find nothing in the teachings of Jesus that war- 

rants equality of reward. In His parable of the Talents He 
distinctly recognized differences of ability and purpose. On 
the other hand, I can find nothing that leads me to believe 
that He would approve the present distribution of wealth 
in the United States, where, according to a conservative 
scholar, W. I. King (“Wealth and Income of the People of 
the United States, 1915) 65 per cent of the population own 
5 per cent of the wealth, 15 per cent of the population own 
4 per cent of the wealth, 18 per cent of the population own 
31 per cent of the wealth, and 2 per cent of the population 
own 60 per cent of the wealth. These figures constitute so 
severe an indictment of the system by which the people of 
the United States make their living, or fail to make it, that 
the recital of them ought to make us hang our heads in 
shame. “The most socially desirable distribution of wealth 
would not be one which secured exact equality, but which 
would be roughly proportional to general ability. But, as 
Professor King points out in the studies quoted above, “by 
the term general ability we cannot mean ability to acquire 
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wealth under existing conditions, else we beg the whole 
question. We must refer only to those differences in skill 
which would be manifested in most branches of activity. It 
is easy to find a man in almost any line of employment who 
is twice as efficient as another employee, but it is very rare 
to find one who is ten times as efficient. It is common, how- 
ever, to see one man possessing not fen times, but a 
thousand times the wealth of his neighbor. This discrep- 
ancy represents the ability of only one type—the faculty of 
taking advantage of existing laws and circumstances to 
acquire property rights. Such extreme inequalities, based 
on something else than service to society, are clearly incon- 
sistent with the ideal of brotherhood.”—( Quoted from “The 
Church and Industrial Reconstruction,” p. 67. ) 

3. Mutual Service as the Supreme Duty of Men. 

This is the underlying principle of the family. The 
Church holds that it must become the basis of all human 
relationships. In the family the father, simply because he 
can, does not take the biggest slice of the white meat of the 
turkey, label it “profit” and leave the rest of the family to 
strugele with the gizzard, the wings, the neck and the 
“drum-sticks.” Jesus was ethically bold enough (here the 
Church faintingly follows!) to believe that the time is com- 
ing when the whole world will be organized around the prin- 
ciple of service, not gain. 

From this principle certain practical considerations flow : 

(a) ‘The pursuit of material wealth as one’s primary 
concern is inconsistent with the life of service. Jesus never 
maintained that wealth is in itself an evil, or that the 
ascetic life is universally called for, but Ile did clearly mean

that the acquisition of material goods cannot be the main 
concern of an ethical individual or organization. 

(b) This duty of service means that all men are to 
engage in some form of useful work. St. Paul, in the spirit 
of Jesus, lays down the injunction, “If any man will not 
work neither shall he eat.” Any service which is essential 
to social welfare is a true ministry and he serves God most 
who contributes most to the common weal. The ideal scum 
at the top of society and the idle dregs at the bottom of it 
are equally condemned by this principle. It means that 
when this spirit shall at last prevail it will not be an unthink- 
able thing to put over the doorway of the mine, the factory, 
or the department store, “Whoever would be great among 
you shall be the servant of all.” 

If this principle, which is so simple that it seems trite to 
dwell upon it here, were put into general practice, the atmos- 
phere of industry would be radically changed. Father 
Husslein says that a well-known capitalist being asked 
whether he thought that ten dollars a week was enough for 
a longshoreman, is reported as replying that he believed it 
was “if it was all he could get.” And a labor organ iron- 
ically commenting upon the reply, remarked, “This really 
great man is of the opinion that a wage worker is justified 
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in taking all that he can get, and that when he takes it, it 
constitutes sufficient wages, and we are decidedly of that 
opinion also.” The remark, I believe, may be taken as 
roughly typical of a current attitude on the part of both 
capital and labor and it lies at the heart of our industrial 
conflicts. 

I can well believe that some perplexed business man 
here may feel that this paper has been altogether Utopian 
in its outlook. If so, | agree with him, but in closing wish to 
add the discriminating remark of another, “The recent war 
has shown us that we must choose between Utopia and hell.”’ 
As for me and my house, we will take Utopia. 


“In addressing letters, write plainly and be sure to put on 
the full address,” is the substance of an appeal made by the 
Post Office Department.

that which the Japanese laborer, simple as are his needs, 
will accept. Undoubtedly the easy way to meet the situation Se ROWNS AND BRIDG E WORK: 
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is to kick the Chinese out, but quite outside of the justice 
or injustice in the individual cases, it must be remembered 
that the principle involved is extremely far-reaching, and it 


will be difficult for Japan, when the California question 
comes to the fore again, as it is likely to do at any time, to 
eain much credence for sincerity when she condemns Amer- 


ica for maintaining a practice while she herself indulges in 
the very same thing.

being paid to the rights, legal as well as moral, of the Jap- 
anese already domiciled in the United States. In doing so 
we have been absolutely in the right, a fact which right- 
minded and fair Americans admit. Our problem with the 
Chinese presents, however, in miniature the same difficulties 
as does that of the Japanese to the Americans, and it does 
not seem possible that we shall be able to argue that deport- 
ing Japanese from America or, at least, placing them under 
grievous disadvantages is unjust, when we are ourselves 
treating the Chinese within our gates in just the manner 
which we condemn when we address our complaints to 
America. Even if the essential justice of the question does 
not appeal to the authorities, they ought to be able to see the 
stupidity of depriving the nation of its argument in re- 
spect to the great California question merely for the sake 
of providing a speedy solution of our much smaller Chinese 
question. Handling of the matter of exclusion of undesir- 
able immigrant labor is a question which is troubling many 
nations, but it is noticeable that while some nations bring 
about exclusion by means which cause international trouble 
and give unnecessary offense, others have managed to ac- 
complish quite as much by tactful though no less effective 
means. Japan’s machinery in this respect appears to have 
been on the whole both effective and not needlessly offensive. 
It would seem wise to let well enough alone and not to place 
ourselves in the wrong by adopting a course which we so 
strenuously condemn when it is taken by others.—Herald of 
Asia, Tokyo, Japan.

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It is customary to refer to labor problems on Labor Day. 
Different conditions from time to time require the treatment 


of somewhat different issues. This year, for example, we 
have in California the question of whether the hydro-electric 
power, the “white coal” of our California mountains, is to 
be developed by the people and for the benefit of the people, 
or whether it is to pass into the hands of the “coal barons” 
as the coal fields of the East have passed into the control of 
selfish exploiting interests. 

In the interests of the future welfare of the people of 
California and particularly in behalf of the plain working 
men and women of the State, I appeal to you to give your 
support to the Water and Power Act upon which the voters 
of the State will be called to pass at the election, November 7.

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They are equally insistant that such powers when exercised 
by employees of the State, who can at any time be dismissed 
by the State, become very dangerous. 

These opponents of the act further fear that the $500,- 
000,000 bonds authorized for the water and power develop- 
ment of the State will burden the taxpayers and impair the 
credit of the State. However, these power corporations now 
have about $500,000,000 invested in light and power de- 
velopment alone and have repeatedly announced that within 
the next ten years they will issue from one to one and a half 
billions of dollars of additional securities, thus bringing their 
investment to two billion dollars. These two billion dollars 
worth of power securities are a rate burden upon all re- 
sources and all of the people of the State. 

3ut when the people themselves propose to use the credit 
of the State up to a limit of $500,000,000 to be used in flood 
control, in irrigation, in bringing water to the cities and in 
developing light and power, then, according to the power 
companies, it is all wrong. Of course, this is all wrong from 
the standpoint of the power corporations, for the people will 
then get all this service at cost and save the profits the cor- 
porations make.

WATER AND POWER ACT 


The following resolutions endorsing the Water 
and Power Act were adopted by the Convention 
of the California State Federation of Labor at 
San Jose, California, October 6, 1921. 


WHEREAS, There is being prepared for sub- 
mission by initiative to the people of the State 
of California, a constitutional amendment desig- 
nated as California’s Water and Power Act, simi- 
ilar to the Johnson Bill defeated in the last Legis- 
lature by special interests, which Act declares that 
it is “the policy and purpose of the State to con- 
serve, develop and control the waters of the State 
for the use and benefit of the people,” and pro- 
poses to accomplish this by placing the credit 
of the State behind the municipalities and local 
political subdivisions in order that they may at a 
minimum cost develop and operate their own 
works for the storage, diversion and distribution 
of water for irrigation, domestic or industrial 
uses, for the generation and transmission of hydro- 
electric energy, and 


WHEREAS, This will enable users to obtain 
water and power at cost, and will make water 
and |power resources pay for the development 
without direct taxation and without a separate 
public charge for interest or principal on bond 
issues, and will provide profitable employment, 
productive land, freedom from exploitation, busi- 
ness opportunity and stability and safety in agri- 
culture and industry; and 


WHEREAS, The passage of this Act will be of- 
untold value to our people and will make Califor- 
nia the first State to propose and put into effect 
comprehensive legislation providing for public 
ownership and control of our natural resources; 
therefore, be it 


RESOLVED, That the proposed initiative 
water and power measure be unqualifiedly en- 
dorsed and our membership urged to leave 
nothing undone that will bring this movement to a 
successful issue. 


These resolutions have also been adopted by 
the San Francisco Labor Council, April 14, 1922, 
and many individual unions. 


Labor Leaders Endorse Act 


Just now the private power corporations are en- 
gaged in a tremendous campaign of propaganda 
against the Water and Power Act. They are 
spending hundreds of thousands of dollars, and 
the hundreds of men and women they have hired 
as speakers, organizers, publicity men and work- 
ers whose connection with their payroll is kept 
secret, hesitate at nothing in misrepresentation to 
frighten voters. The newspapers the power cor- 
porations control do not present both sides; they 
reiterate day after day absolutely false assertions 
about the act. Coercion of weak newspapers, of 
men in business, of wives of men whom the allied 
interests have in their power, so that these must 
keep silent or take the corporation side, is an 
utterly obnoxious phase of the issue, unfair to a 
most vicious degree, absolutely destructive of 
democracy in its tendency.—Paul Scharrenberg, 
Secretary California State Federation of Labor.

a foreigner who spent ten days or two weeks in Russia, but 
a convinced revolutionist who entered Russia sincerely be- 
lieving that Bolshevism was the realization of her sacred 
thoughts and dreams. Miss Goldman spent two years in 
Russia and after having made a deep study of the Russian 
conditions, she now comes forth with the most categorical 
and powerful indictment of the Bolshevist regime that has 
ever appeared in the American or the European press. 

Miss Goldman says that it was the Bolshevist “senseless 
and cruel methods that have killed the revolution and placed 
the yoke of despotism upon the people's neck.”

“The Cheka, the All-Russian Extraordinary Commission, 
unquestionably is the blackest measure of the Bolshevik 
regime. It would require the master pen of a Dante 
to bring home to the world the inferno created by this or- 
ganization, the brutalizing, disintegrating effect it has upon 
the extraordinary commission themselves, the dread, dis- 
trust, hatred, suffering and death it has wrought upon Rus- 
sia.” To this Miss Goldman adds that “Every Communist, 
by the discipline of his party, must at any time be ready to 
serve in the Cheka. But the majority of the Chekists are 
from the Czar’s ‘Okhrana,’ from the black hundreds, and 


from the former high officials of the army.

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been recently transformed into a department in the Com- 
missariat of the Interior, but its organization remains intact, 
and the notorious executioner Dzerzhinsky is still at-its head 

Referring to the policy of the Bolshevist regime towards 
the Russian peasantry, which constitutes 85 per cent of 
Russia’s population, Miss Goldman quotes ae following sig- 
nificant anecdote now current in Russia: “A peasant com- 
mittee is received by | ‘Well, dedushka, little grand- 
father,’ says Lenin to the old peasant, ‘you should be satis- 
fied now; you have the land, the cattle, the fowls; you have 
everything.’ 

“*Yes, God be blessed,’ replies the peasant, ‘yes, little 
father, the land is mine, but you get the bread; the cow is 
mine, but yours the milk: the chicken mine, but yours the 
eggs. The Lord be blessed, little father.’ ” 

Miss Goldman points out that “the inefficiency of the 
Bolshevist regime and the corruption of their bureaucracy 


contributed much to the dissatisfaction of the rural popula- 
tion.

“Punitive expeditions,” says Miss Goldman, “following 
upon a village’s resistance to the government’s food col- 


lectors and always in charge of Communists, would attack 
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the place-by force of arms and often literally destroy it. . . . 
Unbelievable as it may seem, it is a fact well known in Rus- 
sia that the Razvyorstka system was partly responsible for 
the present famine. For the peasants were not only stripped 
of their last pood of flour, often they were robbed of the 
seeds they had put by for the next planting. The drought 
is, of course, the main cause of the harrowing conditions in 
the Volga districts. But it is nevertheless true that if the 
peasants had been able to plant at the proper time, and freely, 
at least certain areas would have been in a position to help 
lessen the famine on the Volga.” 

Such are the accomplishments of the “dictatorship of 
the proletariat” towards the peasants. Analyzing the Bol- 
shevist policy towards the workers in the cities Miss Gold- 
man confirms what was established long ago, and that is 
the fact that the so-called “dictatorship of the proletariat”’ 
is in reality a dictatorship over the proletariat. In describ- 
ing the mobilization of labor which, “was heralded to the 
world as the greatest asset of Communism,” Miss Goldman 
says that “what it (this Bolshevist measure) did accomplish 
was to establish, while it existed, chattel slavery and to re- 
place the bourgeois parasite by the machinery of Bolshevik 
parasitism. Its function was to drive the workers to toil, 
oversee them on the job and have them arrested and occa- 
sionally even shot for deserting the job. . . . Under such 
enslaving and degrading conditions one need not be sur- 
prised that the people shirked the work because they hated 
it and were driven to it. They began to look upon the Com- 
munist State as the new leech that was sapping their life- 
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blood. The workers of Petrograd, the most revolutionary— 
what wonder if even they came to loathe the false revolu- 
tionists and everything connected with them.” 

These few quotations from Miss Goldman’s series of 
ten articles will suffice to show that, in spite of the fact that 
she entered Russia two years ago expecting to find there a 
real “paradise on earth,” she is now courageously declaring 
to the world that instead of the much-heralded “government 
of peasants and workers,” a red autocracy has been estab- 
lished in Russia, which governs the masses of the Russian 
people by cruel and bloody means far exceeding those prac- 
ticed under the Tzar’s regime. She explains also why the 
Bolsheviki have succeeded in keeping some of the credulous 
people throughout the world thoroughly misled as to the 
real workings of the Bolshevist system. 

Being interested in children, Miss Goldman visited in 
Petrograd the so-called “Pokazatelnaya Shkola,” model 
school, literally “show school.” She found that the children 
“were clean, well kept and comfortable.” They “looked 
healthy, well-fed and contented. The physician in charge 
conducted me through the large place, including the kitchen, 
shining with lovely copper dishes, and explained everything 
in detail. What I saw impressed me tremendously. 
Here, indeed, was proof of the reports that had come to 
America about the great things done for children in Russia.” 

A little later Miss Goldman was visited by a woman she 
had known in America for many years. This woman, now 
at the head of a school for girls, invited her to visit her 
school. “I went, not once but many times,’’ says Miss Gold- 
man. “There I saw the other side of the medal. 

There were sixty-five children in that school. Their food 
was scanty and of poor quality. Most of them were sus- 
tained by what their people or relatives sent from the coun- 
try. They had little warm clothing, and the majority were 
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without shoes.” In the ‘‘show school,” according to Miss 
Goldman, “the children were given the best of everything— 
food, clothing, rooms, concerts, dances—in fact, almost too 
much considering the general situation. Here the children 


had so little that they were constantly hungry, and what 


little they got had to be obtained with the greatest difficulty. | 


“Soon I learned a few facts,’ continues Miss Goldman. 
“There was not enough food or clothing in Russia for all 
the children. The Bolsheviki thought it necessary to have 
a few show schools in each city for the benefit of the foreign 
missions, delegations and reporters. The children were ex- 
hibited, paraded on every occasion and written about. These 
schools received the cream of everything. What was left 
went to the other schools, which were of course in the ma- 
jority. 

“During my two years’ stay in Russia I visited many 
institutions, but I met very few happy children. In all that 
time I heard a really hearty child’s laugh only once, in Arch- 
angel. On the whole, most children in Bolshevik institutions 
impressed me as colorless and stereotyped, veritable children 
of orphan asylums.” 

In summing up her two years’ observation of Bolshevist 
Russia, Miss Goldman says that “The Russian revolution 
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as a radical social and economic change meant to overthrow 


capitalism and establish Communism must be declared a 
failure.” It is gratifying that Miss Goldman has come, 
though somewhat late, to this conclusion. But the bank- 
ruptcy of the Bolshevist experiment does not at all mean 
the “crushing of the revolution,” as Miss Goldmaa pessi- 
mistically declares it to be. The Russian revolution never 
meant to “overthrow capitalism and establish Communism.” 


The Russian revolution meant a change from autocracy to 
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take the land away from the peasants. Bolshevism as a 
stage in the development of the Russian revolution is on the 
wane already, and when it passes Russia will be re-estab- 
lished as a democracy, with capitalist economics. Thus, the 
revolution will have accomplished all that can be 
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autocracy know. This demand is backed by increasing in- 
telligence, solidarity and will. Arrayed against this develop- 
ment of labor, hostile court decisions and frenzied edicts of 
anti-union organizations are nothing,—but they remind us 
that history is a record of selfish minorities that would 
thwart the high and strong desires of millions of people. 
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mind; they had no press, and were without voice to plead 
their cause. Through agitation and education these work- 
ers changed public opinion and by winning the right to or- 
ganize, forced the courts to bow to a new social viewpoint. 
It was an epoch-making event. The new ideal—this actual 
brotherhood—fired the workers with zeal for a higher man- 
hood. They began agitating for free public schools, to 
abolish child labor, to secure the secret ballot at public elec- 
tions, and for every other social law now on our Federal and 
State statutes. 

On this Labor Day trade unionists do not forget the 
trials and triumphs of the men who pioneered the organized 
labor movement. To say that the militant, intelligent and 
resourceful organized workers of today are discouraged be- 
cause of present-day opposition to their movement is to say 
that they have forgotten industrial history, and the resist- 
ance of every autocracy to any force that would challenge 
its power. I do not minimize the days of trial before or- 
ganized labor, but I do insist that these barriers are nothing 
compared with the obstructions that the men of even two 
generations ago were compelled to remove. Trade unionists

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THE LABOR PRESS

On Labor Day, 1922, the workers of America should consecrate 


themselves anew to the support and extension of the labor press. 


The labor press is doing splendid work in defending and advanc- 
ing labor’s cause. Without it, organized labor would be indeed 


poorly equipped in its efforts for the protection of the wage earners. 
The value of the labor press to our fellow workers is incalculable. 


In season and out of season the labor papers proclaim the doc- 
trine of justice for those who toil. 


Wage workers are coming to rely more and more on the labor 
press to get the facts on subjects which affect them most closely. 
They are learning that the employer-owned press cannot be relied 
upon to support labor’s interests at those crucial times when there 
is need of support to shape public opinion for the truth and justice of 
labor’s cause. 


In labor controversies there is always need of saying the right 
thing at the right time. It gives the workers an advantage when the 


advantage is needed. The labor papers are on the job to do this work. 


It is of immeasurable value to the workers to have these regular 
publications of their own to give consideration to the general prin- 


ciples of the labor movement and their application. 


It is of equally immeasurable value for them to have a press that 
will strike hard and to the point and persistently on crucial ques- 
tions in defense of labor’s rights. 


The influence of the labor press is also felt outside the labor 
movement. It compels the general public press to be more truthful 


and decent in its attitude toward labor and the labor movement. 


Agitate! Educate! Organize! 


This is the slogan of the trade unionists in their struggle for the 
emancipation of all the workers. 


In this struggle the labor press is one of the workers’ greatest 
assets. 


Let us pledge ourselves on Labor Day, 1922, to give the labor 
press that one hundred per cent support which its loyalty to the 
workers’ cause splendidly earns and deserves. 


No labor paper can always please all of its readers and if you 
sometimes disagree with it do not allow that to interfere with your 


wholehearted support. You need it and it needs you.

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: FLUCTUATING SENTIMENTS 
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In a speech before the Rotary Club of Spring- 
field, Mass., Governor Channing H. Cox shrieked 
to high heaven that strikebreakers have the right 
to work, The Governor presented his plea for 
“free and independents” with the usual crafty 
imputation that organized labor is responsible for 
the failure to recruit strikebreakers. The Gov- 
ernor ignored the failure to mine coal in Penn- 
sylvania and Indiana, where a score of soldiers 
guard every strikebreaker. 


“When strikes are won or compromised, the 
first point is that the men are given their jobs 
back again,” says the department of social action, 
National Catholic Welfare Council, in its latest 
news sheet. “In the coal strike the miners will be 
taken back and given their old jobs. Even when 
strikes are lost, it is usual for the strikers to be 
returned to their old positions. In a strike the 
men do not so much give up employment as in- 
sist upon better conditions. The restoration of 
seniority rights to the shop men merely means 
the restoration of their old jobs, and is the usual 
end of strikes.” 


Recent increases in the price of gasoline have 
been made because “the market could stand it” 
was the explanation for gouging the public that 
John D. Clark, vice-president of the Midwest 
Refining Company, gave to the Senate Commit- 
tee on Manufactures. This committee is investi- 
gating the gasoline price situation, and has de- 
cided to summon officials of the larger oil com- 
panies who can “talk about the inside of the oil 
industry.” Senator McNary of the committee 
declared it was common report that some pro- 
ducers holding near-monopolies in small fields 
have resorted to choking wells that the produc- 
tion could be held down and the market “buoyed.” 


Fierce as have been the assaults of the cohorts 
of greed upon the organized workers during the 
year just closed, the labor movement is still doing 
business at the old stand and is boldly facing the 
future with confidence and the courage that goes 
with the knowledge that while here and there 
during the conflict mistakes were made, the move- 
ment itself is fundamentally sound and is bound 
to triumph over its enemies. Only weaklings 
falter when the test comes, and the labor move- 
ment is not made up of that kind of material. 
The great mass of the membership is made up 
of those who have faith that right makes might 
and that the right will prevail in the end, even 
though wrong may hold the whip hand for a time. 
All things considered, the past year and its events 
furnish splendid reasons for optimism. 


Organized labor never lags behind in the march 
of progress. It has in the past championed the 
cause of woman and it is doing so today. The 
unions were the first organized institutions to 
indorse woman suffrage, the first to insist upon 
equal opportunities educationally for them and 
many of the labor organizations absolutely insist 
upon the enforcement of their laws which provide 
for equal pay for equal service without regard 
to sex, and this rule must be more and more en- 
forced as time goes on. The women are in the 
industrial, commercial and professional life of 
the world and the labor movement must not per- 
mit them to be exploited in any of these fields. 
For that reason it is very essential that they be 
organized in order that they may be as well 
equipped as are the men to protect themselves.

day a proposition is being urged to repeal the direct-primary 
election law, and I desire to discuss the matter briefly. 

For many years the railroads in practically every State 
of this country controlled legislation, and they controlled 
many public officials to a great extent. Able, honest men 
were elected under the old system but the majority needed 
in legislative bodies was always to be found, as shown by 
State and national legislation enacted. About 20 years ago 
we commenced passing State primary election laws in this 
country, and such laws were thereafter adopted in many of 
the States. 

Objection is now raised in high places to the primaries. 
In one State recently both conventions, Republican and 
Democratic, repudiated the primary, and sought to have it 
repealed in that State, showing that the same force is behind 
the repeal movement, no matter whether it be in Republican 
or Democratic conventions. In the State of Indiana 390,000 
votes were cast in a primary election for candidates of one 
political party a few days ago. That is twice as many votes 
as were cast in all the states in the Union in caucuses and 
conventions under the old caucus convention method.

CHARLES E, HUGHES DEFENDS THE PRIMARY. 
Mr. Frear. I thank my colleague from Wisconsin and 


am glad to insert in the Record an extract from the remarks 
of Charles E. Hughes, Secretary of State, former candidate 
for the Presidency, and recognized world-wide as a man of 
ability, uprightness, and logical reasoning, who spoke before 
the national municipal league convention at Indianapolis on 
the advantages of the direct primary, as follows: 
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“First, it places a weapon in the hands of the party voters 
which they can use with effect in case of need. They are 
no longer helpless. This fact puts party leaders on their 
best behavior. It is a safeguard to the astute and unselfish 
leader who is endeavoring to maintain good standards in 
line with sound public sentiment. It favors a disposition not 
to create situations which are likely to challenge a test. 

“Second, the fact of this control gives the voter a con- 
sciousness of power and responsibility. If things do not go 
right, they know that the trouble lies with them. The im- 
portance of this assurance should not be overlooked in any 
discussion of the apathy of the electorate.” 

In a few short sentences Secretary Hughes gives un- 
answerable and fundamental ground for the retention of the 
primary with its powers inviolate. If any apathy exists 
with the electorate, excepting when an important issue 
arouses voters to action, it is equally true that the old caucus- 
convention system chloroformed the electorate on every and 
all occasions, however important the issue. 

RIGHTS THAT ARE THREATENED. 

The present primary method of nominations makes direct 
accountability to the people more certain, diminishes oppor- 
tunities for bribery or corruption, secures laws beneficial 


to the masses of the people, and guarantees representative

What the Anti-Shingle Joker of the State 
Housing Act Means to California 


HE Burnett Bill, passed at the last session of the legisla- 
ture, and known as the State Housing Act, is up for 
referendum in the November elections. 


The bill has been accurately described as “‘a wood-pile 
wrapped around a nigger.’ If it becomes law, it will be 
illegal for you or anybody else to build a home with a shingle 
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or incorporated community in the state of California. The 
anti-shingle joker would benefit hugely the manufacturers of 
substitute roofings, at the expense of the average taxpayer and 
prospective home builder of moderate means. 


And ‘it would practically destroy an industry in which 
millions of Californian capital are invested and which gives 
employment, directly and indirectly, to many thousands of 
people. 


California is the fourth largest producer and the third 
largest user of shingles in the United States. Situated up and 
down the state, from the Oregon line to Santa Cruz, there are 
twenty-six different mills devoted wholly or in part to the 
manufacture of shingles. 


The State Housing Act has been publicly repudiated by $ 
the State Immigration and Housing Commission. It is unscien- 
tific, destructive to an important industry of the state, and 
patently against the public interest. 


But it will become a law and you will have to obey it, no $ 
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government by placing both nomination and election ballots 
in the hands of those to be represented. This was the issue 
that brought about the Australian secret ballots and the 
direct primary law. 

The power, once gained, should not be relinquished by 
the people through superficial arguments as to blessings of 
party solidarity or political exigency from sources however 
high, nor weigh in the balance against the right to direct 
representation now secured under the primary system. ; 

Party principles and party issues do not depend upon 
nominating or election methods. Principles and issues be- 
come real and sharply drawn when the voter speaks direct 
rather than when he speaks through caucuses or conven- 
tions that offer obstacles and blind alleys to frank, open 
declarations of policy. 

VOLUNTARY CONVENTIONS 

The right to assemble through voluntary convention or 
by any other gathering or organization is not infringed nor 
limited under the primary law. 

Through the medium of the direct primary every or- 
ganization, whether educational, social, economic, or politi- 
cal, is protected in this right of direct expression, and its 
combined influence, however great or small, may be made 
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effective. Under the old caucus, convention system, how- 
ever, the right is negatived, because voluntary organizations, 
whatever their titles or numbers, are then subordinated to 
veteran wire pullers, who were familiar figures at every 
old-time political convention, men who will be reinstated by 
any repeal of the primary. 

In other words, 80 per cent of the electors, men and 
women, may desire a particular candidate for office, but 
those who control the nominating machinery year after year 
ordinarily will name a slate covering all officers. The in- 
fluence then that determines results is not affected by num- 
bers, as it is at primaries or elections, but rests with a small 
group of men whose relation to campaign purse strings of 
special privilege is generally intimate and who manipulate 
delegates with the skill of seasoned chess players. 

RAILWAY CONTROL OF NOMINATIONS. 

Mr. Chairman, years ago railway blocs controlled many 
State legislatures. Railways, including the Boston & Maine, 
New Haven, New York Central, and Pennsylvania Railways 
in the East and the Southern Pacific System and the Union 
Pacific in the West, we are told, directed railway repre- 
sentative government, with caucus and convention trim- 
mings. Governors, State legislators, and members of the 
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United States Congress, at both ends of the National Capi- 
tol, were weighed in the balance by those who stood behind 
the railways, and candidates who had liberal views on rail- 
way earnings, railway methods, railway land grants, and 
railway property rights in general were given official O. K.’s. 
Republicans and Democrats were weighed by such interests 
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so.controlled, but the record votes of State legislatures gen- 
erally disclosed a safe majority when a bipartisan railway 
measure was involved. 
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conventions and nominations, and eventually asked that 
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DIRECT PRIMARY NOMINATIONS. 

About 20 years ago a public revolt, originating among 
laboring classes and farming communities, led to the enact- 
ment of State-wide primary laws throughout the United 
States. The people had grown weary of corrupt caucuses 
and unrepresenting conventions; of coercion, bribery, and 
indefensible practices; of recriminations among candidates ; 
of disappointing legislative promises; and so they overturned 
the army of ward heelers who had been a necessary part of 
the old discredited system and adopted direct primary laws 
throughout the country. 

Magazines and occasional newspapers helped arouse :

This reform was made possible through the primary 
system, because the public could then keep close to its rep- 
resentatives, whether State or Federal, and in like manner 
political opponents became watchful of those who repre- 
sented them. 
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Railways have ceased to control politics. The old lobby- 
ist, with a pocket full of passes, and the caucus ward heeler 
have disappeared, but so have the journals and magazines 
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GLASER BROS. 
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that helped bring about the reform. With rare exceptions, 
these educational mediums have been purchased by powerful 
interests they now represent. 

The magazines have ceased digging up corruption and 
graft that had been disclosed in many States and in nearly 
every large city from New York to Pittsburgh and St. Louis 
to San Francisco, and these same magazines are now filled 
with achievements by captains of industry, whose accumu- 
lated millions through consolidations, watering of stock, 
railway rebates, and destruction of rivals have encouraged 
ambitious imitators on every hand. 

But the primary has remained with its direct account- 
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spect than the command or whip of any party, political, or 
business boss. 
THE POWER THAT NOW SEEKS CONTROL. 
Evolution in business methods has centralized power 
since the advent of the primary until today a handful of men 
control the wealth and large business of the country. Rocke- 
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feller’s meteoric rise from a clerk at $8 a month to $2,000,- 
000,000 or more is a shining example of possibilities of rail- 
way rebates, monopoly and other practices that have inspired 
thousands of money-mad imitators. As the railways of the 
land first joined hands in a common cause 40 years or more 
ago when scrutinizing candidates in municipal, State, and 
national legislative bodies, including “safe” executives, so 
today these modern vast business interests of the country 
that control the magazines and great metropolitan journals 
would reach out to seize the same political control once 
exercised by the railways before the enactment of the pri- 
mary. 

Tax reduction or tax shifting, cancellation of foreign 
debts, thereby enhancing private holdings aggregating bil- 
lions of dollars, appropriations for railways, for shipping, 
and countless other special privileges and projects are of 
great moment, but not easily manipulated when a “farm 
bloc” or people’s bloc carries the record back to the people 
under the primary. The independence of the State legis- 
lator is also becoming a matter of concern to great business 
interests. 
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Money is now in politics to remain, and great financial 
interests will strenuously urge their choice of candidates 
according to recent political history, when over $1,000,000 
was expended—a preconvention campaign—for the candi- 
dacy of one man for President. Repudiated because of ex- 
cessive expenditures exposed in Senate hearings, these in- 
fluences then transferred their support to other candidates 
and made the enactment of a general sales tax a tentative 
promise by both great political parties. That promise has 
not yet been kept nor will it be kept if Congress can defeat 
the powerful influences that urge this unconscionable tax on 
the people. 
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Only one course is now open to give the new power 
full sway, to-wit: Repeal of the primary and taking from 
the people the direct right they now possess of protecting 
their own interests against private interests that never sleep. 
Railways formerly controlled legislatures, but today a few 
powerful combinations of capital control practically all the 
railways, the shipping, the great banking interests, and are 
of immeasurably greater influence than all other interests 
combined. That power is not limited to State boundary lines. 
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Manipulated conventions are being held by both Repub- 
lican and Democratic organizations under State laws where 
supposedly spontaneous utterances are offered repudiating 
the primary. By a remarkable coincidence this declaration 
occurred in both Republican and Democratic platforms 
adopted two weeks ago in Maine. Both platforms ask for 
a repeal of the primary law enacted in 1911. The same bi- 
partisan influences controlled both party conventions even 
as they controlled under the old caucus-convention system. 
In other words, the peopie of the country, the women, the 
farmers, laborers, the clerks, and mechanics, in fact the 
great mass that represents nine-tenths of the voters of the 
land are urged by misrepresentation and appeal to party 
organization to renounce rights they now possess of naming 
their own candidates, and are asked to turn the job over to 
the self-appointed political leaders or bosses as of old. Not 
railway bosses who have been dethroned, because long ago 
the railways were milked dry, but to forces that control a 
large part of the business and public press of the land, that 
instigate powerful propaganda, able, if need be, to force 
nations to declare war or to shift billions of income taxes to 
“painless” sales taxes, a proposed heritage of war. These 
are past and proposed achievements of the primary repeal 
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program. In several states modifications have taken the 
teeth out of the primary and already have removed direct 
accountability from the people over to the “party organiza- 
tion,” as of old. 
Mr. Chairman, a repeal of the primary may seem 
improbable, but those advocating the old caucus and con- 
vention system long ago learned that men will sign petitions 
to hang themselves and that constant reiteration of hypo- 
critical professions and propositions, like vice, is first re- 
jected, then pitied, then embraced. 
I have no desire to discuss the comparative strength or 
weakness of candidates under the caucus-convention system, 
compared with the primary. This is a large subject, nor do I 
question those who conscientiously defend the old system, 
nor does any man claim that improvements may not 
be found in present primary laws, but is it not note- 
worthy that practically every believer in the spoils system, 
in the divine right of politics and power, in discredited 
manipulation methods which recognize word workers, 
bosses, and leaders rather than principles, that all these 
elements favor taking the powers away from the people and 
returning to the caucus-convention system, and in many 
States they are selecting legislative candidates to carry out 
their purposes? 
OBJECTIONS URGED AGAINST THE PRIMARY—ATTENDANCE. 
Objections are urged against the primary insidiously 
and assiduously by these influences. The primary, they 
say, is not a public expression of choice, because sometimes 
only about one-half of the voters participate. Ten voters 
now attend the average primary, as evidenced by the recent 
Indiana primaries, compared with every voter who formerly 
went to the old-fashioned caucus, because voters now have 
a direct voice in the final result and are interested in candi- 
dates selected. They only served as spectators under the 
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manipulated caucus and convention system. That is the 
position to which they would again be consigned by those 
advocating and material “modification” or repeal of the 
primary. 

Within less than a fortnight we have seen nearly 400,000 
votes cast in the primary in one politically close State for 
candidates of one party without one disturbance or voting 
scandal. This occurred in the same State where “blocs of 
five” once set the standard for political manipulators through- 
out the country. It is safe to say that more votes were cast 
in the recent Indiana primaries twice over than in all the 
caucuses of all the parties in all the States combined under 
the old system of closely organized political machine manipu- 
lation. 

An objection offered to the primary urges lack of in- 
timate knowledge by the electorate of the qualifications of 
candidates, many of whom are unknown even by name to 
the average voter. Admitted for sake of argument, it is 
equally true that candidates selected at conventions are often 
slightly known to a majority of the convention, because 
nominations frequently occur through trades and manipula- 
tion of party bosses and candidates in the different States, 
nor is knowledge of the delegate, knowledge to the elector 
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who frequently does not know the delegate and would not 
trust his judgment if he did know him. 

The primary purpose of the primary is to secure honest, 
certain representation of the will of the constituency and the 
record of performance of every official is more certain than 
promises and professions in advance. That 1ecord is sub- 
ject to review and approval or rejection under the primary. 

EXPENSE LEGALLY RESTRICTED. 

The primary is expensive to candidates, we are told. 
That is true if attempts are made to buy the electorate, but 
this is hazardous, rarely attempted, frequently disappointing, 
and an objectionable practice that should be discouraged by 
legal restrictions. 

Bribery and corruption, scandals without number, ac- 
companied the old caucus and convention system, made 
possible by centralized power lodged with the delegate and 
surrounded by temptations too strong to resist, whereas not 
one man or woman in a hundred can be purchased under the 
primary system. People may be temporarily misled, hood- 
winked and deceived at the primary or election, but where 
all sides are compelled to play the game openly the public 
soon learns the truth because of Lincoln’s truism that you 
can not fool all the people all the time. If the old caucus 
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and convention system is to return, the people will be called 
upon to accept old secret methods of persuasion, coercion and 
manipulation at a time when human rights, moral, economic, 
educational, and social questions are overshadowing the 
tariff and old-time issues. Under which system will the 
public’s rights be preserved? 

PARTY ORGANIZATION NOT ALONE IMPORTANT. 

Mr. Chairman, party organization may not be as closely 
knit by the primary as under the caucus or convention sys- 
tem, and independence of action can more easily be rebuked 
under the caucus, yet independence is not an unmixed evil. 
Party responsibility is needed, but when special interests by 
powerful propaganda or manipulation seek to seize legisla- 
tive reins through appeals to party organization, the only 
safeguard is through individual official responsibility that 
may be directly reviewed by constituents and not controlled 
by interests concerned. 

Party organizations, party conventions, and party plat- 
forms are desirable, but protection of constitutional rights 
and laws affecting economic justice are of more vital im- 
portance. During the past session of Congress party divi- 
sions have been sought on the dye embargo, on nearly every 
tax bill, and on many other matters, indicating the purpose 
of powerful interests concerned to force an iron-bound 
caucus rule, if possible, the handmaid of the caucus and con- 
vention system. 

I make no claim to special knowledge on the subject of the 
primary, but the first State-wide primary law ever adopted 
in this country I helped draft and pass in the Winconsin 
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Legislature of 1903. The law was adopted by a State refer- 
endum. 

Personally I have been the recipient of political nomina- 
tions in convention and primary without rejection by either 
system, so my judgment of the two systems is not affected 
by disappointment in conventions, but we well remember 
methods and practices affecting legislation popular under 
the caucus and convention system were directed by conceal- 
ment because then politics became a business, and to many 
minds no difference existed between the purchase of dele- 
gates or the purchase of railroad stocks.- 

Constitutional amendments affecting income tax and 
woman's suffrage have been passed during the existence of 
the State-wide primary, and whatever difference in judgment 
may exist over constitutional provisions or legislation, the 
right to meet changing conditions with complete control by 


the people is maintained and preserved under the primary. 


CURTAILING WOMAN'S INFLUENCE ON LEGISLATION 

Woman's suffrage greatly enlarged the political power of 
women throughout the land. It was gained by them after 
many years of hard, strenuous battling for equal political 
rights. What will be their influence in the old-fashioned 
discredited caucus convention with its trickery, bribery, and 
notorious methods that were the subject of charges and 
countercharges of fraud years ago when secret government 
was all-powerful? 

Women, however, do not like political wire pulling or 
caucus convention methods, nor distasteful practices that 
are ordinarily comprehended in the old-time methods of 
nominating candidates. Possibly they do not appreciate that 
due to these facts their influence through the selection of 
candidates will be largely eliminated if the direct primary 
law is repealed throughout the country. I can not believe 
the women of the land understand the purpose and effect 
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upon legislation that is at stake with the proposed repeal of 
the primary, nor that their officials if chosen under the 
caucus system are to be removed from direct responsibility 
to their constituencies and must look for support to local 
political leaders as of old. A repeal of the direct primary 
will nullify the influence woman now has in the nomination 
of candidates—a right more important than the right to vote 
at elections when secret powers dictate bipartisan nomina- 
tions. 
THE PRIMARY AN OBSTACLE TO SECRET CONTROL OF 
LEGISLATION. 

In legislation the primary gives expression to the popular 
will. Ignoring war’s added burdens, the growth of profiteer- 
ing, and the enormous increase in private fortunes, heavy 
tax payers still deman dthe rights to unlimited profits and 
yet ask that taxes be shifted to those least able to pay. In 
this legislative program they have met opposition which they 
declare would not occur under a convention system where 
men are chosen to represent particular interests. That 
statement may be correct, but let me ask would it have been 
preferable to permanently saddle a $1,000,000,000 annual 
sales tax on the people, which was squarely defeated, or to 
have repealed the proposed half billion dollars retroactive 
excess-profits tax of 1921, which was also defeated during 
the session and would have compelled the immediate impo- 
sition of an unjust consumption tax proposed at double that 
figure by consumption tax proponents? 

The issue is sharply drawn in many States and a secret 
campaign is being waged throughout the country to select 
candidates for legislative office pledged to destroy the prim- 
ary law and to destroy the direct power that now rests in the 
hands of the people. That direct power will be taken away 
under the caucus convention system and we will then surren- 
der to a more powerful and unscrupulous political master 
than the railways of old. 

MEASURES, NOT MEN, ARE IMPORTANT. 

It is not of great importance what man is chosen to repre- 
sent providing he is faithful to his trust, but it is of vital im- 
portance that the interests of the people and not special in- 
terests be represented in the State legislatures, in halls of 
Congress and in administrative positions. Under the old 
convention nominations many questionable laws were passed 
and good measures defeated at the direction of the party boss 
or by hidebound party caucus announcements where failure 
to obey meant party ostracism and removal from public life. 
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That is not likely to occur under the primary. Men may be 
no abler, of no higher integrity, nor of greater vision than 
20 years ago, but they now carry their records back to con- 
stituents who pass in judgment and those officials who fail 
properly to represent are cast aside as weighed and found 
wanting. 

The danger throughout the country that the direct prim- 
ary will be repealed is real and certain. It has occurred in 
several States and the law has been weakened in others. Its 
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repeal has been urged by men in high places who believe in 
the old-fashioned system. Its repeal has been demanded by 
powerful interests that find in it an obstacle to their plans 
and purposes. Many reputable men will be swayed by 
superficial arguments to return to the old discredited system 
once repudiated throughout the land, but the people who 
recognize control of government is drifting far from the 
promises and purposes set forth in the Constitution; who 
hope and believe in popular government and in the preserva- 
tion of human rights guaranteed by that same Constitution; 
who find selfishness and greed on the one hand and bitter, 
impotent resentment on the other to be great conflicting ele- 
ments to-day in the body politic; who realize that progres- 
sive laws for the betterment of men and women secured in 


the past have been made possible under the primary; to all 
these people the danger will be manifest of turning over the 
reins of government to a bipartisan powerful business and 
political interests that demand absolute control through a 
repeal of the primary. I submit that the question commands 
the serious consideration of every citizen. 
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When care is pressing you down a bit, 

Rest, if you must—but don’t you quit! 


Life is queer with its twists and turns. 

As every one of us sometimes learns, 

And many a failure turns about 

When he might have won had he stuck it out; 
Don’t give up, though the pace seems slow— 
You may succeed with another blow. 


Often the goal is nearer than 

It seems to a faint and faltering man, 

Often the struggler has given up 

When he might have captured the victor’s cup, 

And he learned too late, when the night slipped down, 
How close he was to the golden crown. 


Success is failure turned inside out— 

The silver tint of the clouds of doubt. 

And you can never tell how close you are, 

It may be near when it seems afar; 

So stick to the fight when you’re hardest hit— 

It’s when things seem worst that you mustn’t quit. 
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‘So long as we treat this as a bankers’ world we are 
doomed to trouble and misery. When we see it as a people’s 
world we shall find ourselves and we shall wonder how it 
was that we ever had among us five millions who wanted to 
work, but who could find no work.” 

Discussing “America’s prosperity and the rehabilitation 
of Europe” before the American Academy of Political and 
Social Science, Chester M. Wright, director of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor Information and Publicity Service, 
gave that as his conclusion. 

He contended that the Russian political situation stood 
at the forefront of barriers to European rehabilitation and 
international trade, that Russian restoration rested upon 
restoration there of free speech, free press, free assemblage, 
free elections, freedom for political opposition, that, how- 
other nation, 


ever, America more than any can be pros- 
perous on her own account. 
“Labor believes that our economic misery has been 
caused more by abuses at home than by complications

abroad,” he said. ‘‘We should have learned ‘the lessons of 
co-operation in the war, and some did. But many powerful 
employers now tell us that there can be co-operation only 
between the employers and lone John Smith, the individual 
workman, standing by himself in a pitiful burlesque of bar- 
gaining with a million-dollar corporation. The organizations 
of the workers must go. They give strength, opportunity 
and something like equality of bargaining power to John 
Smith. So, behold, the .mis-named open-shop movement, 
the American plan, libelling everything truly American, the 
whole anti-union movement to beat down wages, lengthen 
the workday and destroy working conditions secured after 
years of struggle. Behold also the waste, the mismanage- 
ment, the duplication, the literal looting of the channels of 
distribution, adding to the hardships of the workers, the 
farmers and that great portion of the population in the 
category of clerical and low-paid professional workers. 

“We know that every dollar cut from wages and every 
dollar added to profit reduces the purchasing power of our

people and results immediately in piling up surplus and this 
surplus shortly has its effect in shutting down mills and fac- 
tories and destroying pur chasing power. 

“We are dealing with major principles in our domestic, 
economic and industrial life—and in our political life, as well. 

“You may be sure the organizations of labor will con- 
tinue to live and to grow, to plan constructively and to fight 
reaction and injustice. Without them, heaven help our 
country. With them in the hands of the emissaries of Le- 
nine, breathe a prayer for the future! If these, go after 
them, not the flood, but the torch! 

“They hold within them much of the secret of restored 
industrial activity. They hold men who want to work. They 
hold men who will work and who, at work, will buy. Fair 
recognition of the aspirations of labor, fair dealing with 
labor, fair wages and conditions for labor, less of greed, 
less of the demand for twelve per cent, less of the rule or 
ruin policy among powerful employers and organizations 
of employers and we will be a happier people, a busier peo- 
ple, a people less driven to desperation by the desperation of 
Europe and more able to help Europe as Europe shall make 
the help possible. 

“Four great national organizations of employers have 
broken contracts with wage earners in the past year; they 
have made scraps of paper out of their solemn pledges. 
How can we escape the effects of such breaches of faith? 
Powerful financial organizations throughout the country 
have practiced almost unbelievable extortion in the build- 
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ing industry, extortion begetting extortion. 

“Equally powerful organizations have beaten a path to 
the public treasury in Washington, where through the pro- 
posed ship subsidy, through the proposed tariff, through the 
railroad guarantee and the shop leasing and repair contract 
system, and through other equally amazing projects, they 
have taken and hope to take millions upon millions. 

“If we can stop idleness—not with unemployment con- 
ferences that arrive nowhere—but with essential readjust- 
ments in industry; if we can take some of the greed out of 
employers; if we can stop the wrongly called ‘normal’ idle- 
ness of which much more than four-fifths is due to causes 
other than strikes; if we can as a nation live the thought 
that workers are human beings, with human aspirations; 
if we can establish it as a national principle to be practiced 
that employers are to confer with workers, each side through 
representatives freely chosen; if we can keep predatory in- 
terests from disregarding every proper function and at- 
tribute of citizenship; if we can find a way to bring some 
fuller measure of justice to the farmer; if we can uproot 
from our life the idea that production is for profit alone 
and live up to the modern concept that production is pri- 
marily for use and for the progress of the human family 
and that no single section of the human family has a mon- 
opoly of the right to progress and to a constantly broaden- 
ing horizon of service and happiness, then we shall be able 
as a people and a nation to beget in ample degree our own 


prosperity.” 
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Workers strike primarily because they do not like to be 
bossed and they dislike to be bossed “because experience has 
shown that no man is wise enough to have autocratic power 
over another man.” So said Edward A. Filene, director of 
the International Chamber of Commerce and Boston depart- 
ment store owner, addressing the Economic Club of New 
York. 

“Men strike,” said Mr. Filene, “because they are injured 
by real mistakes or because they believe themselves to be 
injured by the terms of their employment. In such strikes 
they are often unsuccessful and the grievances remain. For 
these reasons they sometimes dwell upon the objectionable 
features of their employment until they become tense and 
bitter. There grows up in consequence a distrust or hate 
of the whole present system. Irresponsible leaders who 
voice and trade on this discontent easily get a following. 
There is also a reaction towards socialism or communism 
which are presented as panaceas for the ills that are com- 
plained of. 

“I am forced to the conclusion that as men are consti- 
tuted at present socialism and communism are not practical 
remedies. 

“T am just as firmly convinced that the present wage 
system is not infallible or final, but is only a step on the 
road from serfdom and slavery to improved forms of just 


and effective co-operation that the experience and wisdom 
of men will evolve from generation to generation.” 

Extracts from Mr. Filene’s address follow: 

FOUR FUNDAMENTAL PRINCIPLES. 

My study of industrial relations has convinced me of 
four things: 

1. That in a political democracy such as ours the auto- 
cratic control of industry by employers is a fruitful breeder 
of strikes and is in the long run impracticable; 

2. That we often pay counterfeit wages when we intend 
to pay real wages, thus causing discontent, conflict and 
strikes ; 

3. That the present so-called capitalistic system has 
accumulated and is still using outgrown ideas and customs 
that are needlessly offensive to our employees, and that it 
needs to be brought up to date; 

4. That the basic remedy for the evils of industrialism 
and hence for strikes lies in making business a profession— 
that is, in realizing, in act as well as in thought, that a busi- 
ness has no right to make a profit except as it serves the 
community. 

It all comes to this, that autocratic control whether by 
employer or employee, is bad—the one almost as objection- 
able as the other; and that men are striking today as a pro- 
test against autocratic control by capital, and as the most

effective way of expressing their demand for an adequate 
voice in the conditions under which they work. They are 
vitally interested. They will continue to strike until pro- 
vision is made for giving them adequate representation in 
boards of directors or in those shop committees, by what- 
ever name they may be called, in which employers and em- 
ployees work hand in hand to advance both the business and 
the legitimate interests of the human beings who put their 
lives into it and get their livelihood from it. This is largely 
recognized by employers now and the growth of these joint 
committees has for some years been marked. 

Counterfeit wages is a term that I have invented— 
whether good or bad you must judge—to characterize this 
inadequate wage that comes about from some of the many 
causes that reduce the purchasing power of money. Coun- 
terfeit wages are any wages, however large they may be in 
dollars, that will not buy the necessities of life and enough 
luxuries to make working for necessities a desirable thing 
and also to enable the recipient to make modest but adequate 
provision for sickness and old age. Counterfeit money has 
no value. Counterfeit wages have too little value when 
measured against the purposes which wages must serve. It 
is not a question of how much a man receives but of what 
he can buy for what he gets. Wages may double, but if 
prices are more than double then wages are counterfeit to 
the extent that prices have outrun the increased wages. 

The return for paying genuine wages rather than coun- 
terfeit more than makes up to the employer and to society 
for the extra money expenditure. The genuine wage tends 
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to provide happy, healthy, contented and loyal employees. 

If their wages are adequate to provide the necessities 
of life for their families and allow also for recreation and 
provision for illness and old age, they are increasingly freed 
from worry and are thereby made more efficient employees. 
If their wages enable them to buy freely, the value of the 
American market is maintained, to the profit alike of the 
manufacturer, the farmer and of the workman who makes 
and the merchant who sells the product of the factory, mine 
and the farm. Best of all, it will remove one of the most 
fertile causes of strikes. 

An important part of the responsibility for the adequacy 
of wages must be assumed by us employers. We are some- 
times little schooled in theories of social welfare, have little 
imagination outside of our immediate field of business man- 
agement and are prone to think of our duties in terms of 
money, success or failure to the exclusion of terms of human 
welfare. It is most often members of our own employer 
class, also, who turn real wages into counterfeit. This being 
the case we cannot easily justify ourselves in taking a posi- 
tion of irresponsibility in the premises. The responsibility 
for reducing the excessive costs of retail distribution be- 
longs to me and to my fellow-retail merchants. We em- 
ployers should fight all excessive capitalization whose fixed 
charges help to turn into counterfeit the otherwise adequate 
wages we pay our employees. Our men of finance should 
see that the English law is adopted and enforced that re- 
quires a statement to be made to every purchaser of stock 
showing the promoter’s profit and the real assets and lia- 
bilities of the company. It is up to us to help provide credit 
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unions or other safe and democratic means of saving and 
investing earnings. 
CERTAIN AGREED-UPON GOALS. 

I do not have time at my disposal in which to discuss at 
length a social program. I may be indulged, however, in 
pointing out certain as yet partially achieved goals which 
a concensus of informed opinion, both among employers and 
employees, recognizes as practical and just. This moderate 
program, if achieved, would go far to do away with strikes. 

The right of employees to a voice in determining the 
conditions under which they shall work and to a stable and 
living wage have already been dealt with. Other goals that 
are now generally recognized as right and just, include 

(1) The right of employees to unite for purposes of 
collective bargaining ; 

(2) A gradual and reasonable reduction in hours of 
labor ; 

(3) Compensation for industrial accidents as a just 
charge on industry; 

(4) The right of labor to be safeguarded in all matters 
pertaining to health, steady employment and good working 
conditions. 

Men and women fit for American citizenship, the work- 
ing hours of whose lives must be spent in stores and fc- 
tories, in mines and on farms and railroads must and will 
demand just solutions of such problems as are presented Ly 
these statements of principle. It is to the advantage of us 
employers to lead in finding these solutions. It is to the 
advantage of the consumer and of society that we shall do 
so. If the elimination of outgrown ideas and the righting 
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of old wrongs is left to labor alone, wage conflicts and strikes 
will continue on an increasing scale. The strike is their 
principal weapon. If they are forced to fight for their rights 
they must and will use it. 

Important for the establishment of good industrial rela- 
tions as are the three matters of which I have spoken, there 
is in my judgment a fourth reason of a still more funda- 
mental nature—namely, that business shall more and more 
become a profession and be carried on in a spirit of service 
to the community. 

The motive with which the employer directs his business 
and with which the employee works will in the last analysis 
determine whether there will be industrial war or industrial 
peace. 

Asked recently by the editor of The Annals to prepare 
an article on A Simple Code of Business Ethics as one of 
a series of studies on the ethics of the several business and 
professional groups, I venture to base it on these two brief 
formulas: 

1. That a business, in order to have the right to suc- 
ceed, must be of real service to the community ; 

2. That real service in business consists in making or 
selling merchandise of reliable quality for the lowest prac- 
tically possible price, provided that merchandise is made and 
sold under just conditions. 

Philanthropy becomes a sin and an offense when it uses 
for charity the earnings of industry that should be used for 
justice to employees and the public. 

The first legitimate use of large profits, and the main 
use, is to reduce prices. These lower prices will, in turn, 
cause increased demand, increased production and increased 
total profit, at which point prices can again be reduced. It 
is worse than useless to merely increase production. Prices 
must at the same time be reduced enough to bring in the 
greatly increased number of purchasers needed to absorb 
this greater output. Employers are wrong when they en- 
deavor to obtain mass production through lowering wages 
to a degree that lessens the number of possible consumers 
for their product. Employees are wrong when they try to 
get higher real wages or more work through limiting output. 
Both will find it far more profitable in the long run to join 
hands in efforts to furnish reliable and essential merchan- 
dise to the public at prices lower than it has been sold before. 
In this way they will greatly increase the number of con- 
sumers and increase the demand for workmen. They will 
at the same time increase wages, and the purchasing power 
of those wages.

The discussion between the employer and the union com- 
mittee had been one of endurance.

The employer conceded rule after 
rule. The eight-hour day was agreed to, a minimum wage, 
the abolition of piece work and a dozen and one other things 
demanded by the union. The last clause in the proposed 
trade agreement provided for the union shop. 

The employer made his final stand on the issue that he 
should be permitted to employ and discharge whom he 
pleased. “None but members of the union,” insisted the 
committee. ‘We cannot maintain the conditions we have 8 
here secured without the union shop,” they said. : EIT TS 8 8 

The employer asked time to consider. He left his private 
office and walked thoughtfully up, and down the waiting 
room adjoining. Back to him came recollections of his early 
life. When a worker he had taken the same position. He 
had been an all-round union man from “stem to core.” He 
refrained from supporting unfair firms. He patronized the 
union label. He subscribed for the local labor paper, and he 
contributed liberally to struggling unions. 

“T wonder how sincere these men are?” he asked in 
silence. Noticing their hats and overcoats upon the table, 
he examined each carefully and in but one hat, the hatter’s 
label and the label of the Garment Workers’ Union in but 
one overcoat. Four hats and four coats were non-union 
made. “Consistency, thou art a minus factor in this day,” 
he said to himself. | ; 

“Gentlemen,” began the employer as he returned to the | } SERVICE WHEN SERVICE COUNTS 
committee, “I cannot repudiate my early convictions. You 
are right in your stand. You have no security for the 
wages, hours and conditions we have agreed to without the 
union shop. I understand it. I'll sign up and settle our 
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differences right now, but in doing so I want to be assured 
that I am dealing with honest, consistent and sincere men 
who will live up to their agreement with me.” 

“Oh, we're all right,” said the chairman. “Our word is 
good. We are loyal union men and have given our pledge 
to live up to the tenets of trade unionism, among which is 
the obligation of contract.” “And another is,” cut in the 
employer, “to purchase only such goods as bear the union 
label, the emblem of honest and well-treated labor. 

“The trouble with you men is that you are selfishly look- 
ing out for the interests of your small group of associates 
without regard for the welfare of other union workers. 
Your union could not stand alone overnight. The fact that 
there are more than four million union workers in the coun- 
try adds to the strength of your organization, and it sus- 
tains you.” 

“We don’t get you,” said the spokesman. “You are not 
warranted in questioning our integrity. We have always 
been square with you. We are affiliated with our interna- 
tional union, to which we pay per capita tax. We are also 
affiliated with the American Federation of Labor and pay 
our share toward its support. We never turn a deaf ear to 
a plea for help from a union in trouble. Why do you say 
that we are but selfishly looking after our own interests 
without regard for welfare for others? You have nothing 
upon which to base your accusations.” 

“Ah, but I have,” replied the employer. “You have 
asked me to employ union men in this shop to the exclusion 
of all others, and I have agreed to do so, but you men are 
greater employers than I am and you employ non-union 
men to do your work.” 

The members of the committee looked inquiringly at one 
another. The chairman broke the silence. “Again we don’t 
get you,” he said.

The “Scale of Prices” is printed in 
hand-set ruby, fifteen ems measure, in proof-sheet 
form on paper of good quality, and provides for: 
Book and Job Work. 

1—Works done in the English language, com- 
mon matter, from Pica to Pearl, shall be paid at 
the rate of 75 cents per 1000 ems. 

2—Works done in Pica or any larger type, to 
be counted as Pica. 

3—Works done in languages foreign to the 
English language shall be paid for at the rate of 
$1.00 per 1000 ems; Provided, a Compositor shall 
not be required to make an extra charge for work 
done in his native language. 

4—Side notes to be counted the full length of 
the page, (reckoning the lead or rule, which shall 
count at least one em), according to the type in 
which they are set; and, when cut into the text 
15 cents extra for each note. 

5—Quotations, mottoes, contents of chapters 
and bottom notes, in smaller type than the body, 
shall be paid for according to the size of the type 
in which they are set. 

6—The head line, with the blank line after it, 
and the foot line, to be charged by the Com- 
positor, and counted not less than three lines. 

7—All blank pages, chapter heads, etc., shall 
be charged by the Compositor according to the 
size of the type used for the work to which they 
belong. 

8—Time occupied by alterations from copy, by 
casing or distributing letter not used by the Com- 
positor, etc., to be paid for at the rate of 60 cents 
per hour. When Compositors are required to 
work beyond regular hours, they shall be paid at 
the rate of 75 cents per hour. 

9—AIl letters cast on a body larger than the 
face, (as Bourgeois on Long Primer,) to be 
counted according to the FACE; or on a body 
smaller than the face, (as Minion on Nonpareil,) 
to be counted according to the BODY. All fonts, 
the alphabets of which measure less than 12% 
ems, to be counted in width according to the 
next smaller size. 

10—Compositors employed transiently shall in 
all cases be exempted from clearing away, tying 
up, or in any manner taking charge of matter 
which they have set; PROVIDED, such clearing 
is not required in the course of the work. 

11—Bad manuscript, works of an intricate na- 
ture, etc., not governed by these Articles, to be 
arranged between the employer and journeyman. 

12—Compositors shall receive not less than 
$30 per week of six days; ten hours to constitute 
a day’s work. Overwork, 75 cents per hour.

When a Compositor is required to work less than 
thirty hours during a week, 60 cents per hour 
shall be charged. 

13—When Compositors are required to remain 
in the office unemployed, awaiting orders from

1—Two column matter, sixteen ems or under, 
of whatever type a work may be composed in, 
10 cents extra per 1000 ems. 

2—Three columns, in pages twenty-one ems 
Pica wide, or less, one-fourth more than common 
matter. 

3—Four column octavo, and smaller sizes, in 
pages thirty-two ems Pica wide, and less, one- 
half more than common matter; in pages of 
greater width, one-fourth more than common 
matter. 

4—Five columns, in folio and quarto, one-half 
more than common matter; in octavo and smaller 
sizes, double the price of common matter. 

Tabular Matter. 

Tabular work is work set up in three or more 
columns, depending upon each other, and reading 
across the page. To be paid for in accordance 
with the following articles: 

1—Three columns, with or without headings, 
one-half extra. 

2—Four columns, with headings, and five or 
more with or without, double the price of com- 
mon matter. 

3—Title headings to tabular matter shall be 
considered as part of such matter, and shall be 
paid for accordingly. 

4—Headings to tabular matter or column work, 
in smaller type than the body of the table, shall 
be paid extra, according to their value. 

5—Short pages, in a series of tables, are charged 
as full pages table. 

6—Pages consisting of four or five blank col- 
umns, to be charged a price and a half; but when 
the columns are six or more, to be charged as 
table, cast up to the size of the type used in the 
work in which they are used. 

7—In casting up table pages, their headings 
and footnotes are to be reckoned in the square 
of the page; but if the note or notes extend be- 
yond the page, the remainder of the notes to be 
charged as common matter. 

8—Compositors employed by the piece shall 
make up and impose all pages necessary to com- 
plete the work on which they are employed, and 
shall correct one proof and one revise only. If 
other proofs of a form are required, they shall 
be taken by the office, and the Compositor will be 
thereby exempted from locking up the form,

Morning Newspapers. 

1—Compositors employed by the piece shall 
not receive less than 75 cents per 1000 ems, for 
common matter. 

2—Compositors employed by the week shall not 
receive less than $35 per week, for six days of 
ten hours each; for all hours beyond this time 
they shall receive not less than 75 cents per hour. 
This Article shall not be construed to authorize 
the employment of Compositors by the week in 
piece-paying offices, for the purpose of setting up 
fat or desirable matter. 

3—When required to remain in the office un- 
employed, during the stipulated hours for com- 
position, the Compositors shall receive not less 
than 60 cents per hour for such standing time. 
Time occupied in casing or distributing letter 
not to be used by the person casing or distribut- 
ing, alterations from copy, lifting forms, etc., etc., 
to be paid for at not less than 75 cents per hour. 

4—When Compositors are called up before the 
regular hour for commencing work, in case of the 
arrival of a steamer, etc., they shall be paid not 
less than $1.50 for such call, and be entitled to 
the matter they set. The hour for commencing 
work to be understood to be 11 o’clock A. M. 

5—Tabular work, etc., containing three or four 
columns, either of figures or words, or figures 
and words, without rules, shall be charged a price 
and a half. All works as above, with brass or 
other rules, or where there are five or more col- 
umns of figures, or figures and words, with or 
without rules, shall be double price. 

6—For work done in smaller type than agate, 
an advance of 15 cents per 1000 ems shall be 
charged. For work done in language foreign to 
the English language, an advance of 25 cents per 
1000 ems shall be charged; PROVIDED, a Com- 
positor shall not be required to make an extra 
charge for work done in his native language. 

7—When a measure exceeds even ems in width, 
and is less than an en, no extra charge is to be 
made; if an en or over, an em is to be counted. 

8—When intricate work, etc., occurs, which 
the newspaper scale cannot reach, the price to be 
agreed upon between the employer and journey- 
man,

8—Pressmen working with a self-inking ap- 
paratus shall receive 15 cents per token extra. 

9—When a pressman is required to raise a form, 
he shall be entitled to charge one token therefor. 

10—Al1l work that a pressman may be required 
to perform in a printing-office, not included in 
the foregoing specifications, to be charged by the 
hour. 

11—The office, in all cases, to furnish the roller- 
boy.

3—Foremen of Evening and Weekly News- 
papers shall be governed by the Scale for Job 
Work.

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American labor’s strongest indictment of the 
soviet autocracy in Russia was adopted by the 
American Federation of Labor convention in 
Cincinnati in June when the report of the com- 


mittee on international 
George Perkins, 
acted upon. 

The action of the convention came in adopt- 
ing the committee report concurring in resolu- 
tion 84 and non-concurring in resolutions 25 and 


relations,

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28, the two later being in favor of trade relations 
with the soviets. 

The committee reported that it had made a 
detailed examination of a large mass of evidence, 
adequate presentation of which would require a 
book as large as the entire convention proceed- 
ings, having in mind the necessity for absolute 
accuracy. 

Resolution No. 84 was in itself a stinging in- 
dictment of the autocracy in Russia, but the bill 
of particulars contained therein is supplemented 
by the details contained in the report, which con- 
cludes with a reaffirmation of the Montreal and 
Denver conventions. Proceeding, the report 
adopted says: 

“Tt is possible only to present a most meager 
summary of our findings and to assure the con- 
vention that we find the statements contained in 
Resolution 84 sustained in every particular. 

“Concerning many of the statements in the 
resolution, there is no dispute. As a matter of 
fact, those points which are in reality most sig- 
nificant and most important so far as American 
Labor is concerned, are not disputed. The ex- 
istence of a dictatorship over the Russian people 
is beyond dispute. On the contrary, the exist- 
ence of that dictatorship has been proclaimed 
to the world as the fulfillment of all the hopes of 
those to whom Communism is a gospel. In 
proclaiming ‘the dictatorship of the Proletariat’ 
the Soviet authorities are not always frank ia 
depicting the methods by which that dictatorship 
is continued in power but it is possible to find 
in official and authenticated records descriptions 
of the methods employed and your committee is 
of the opinion that those methods compare well 
with the methods of all the great dictatorships 
and autocracies. No refinement of cruelty has 
been overlooked. 

“The statements that there is in Russia no 
freedom of the press, no freedom of speech and 
no freedom of assemblage are undisputed; they 
are everywhere known to be the facts. Neither 
do we find dispute as to the abolition of the 
secret ballot. The economic breakdown of 
Russia is a matter of world concern. We are 
aware of the fact that spokesmen for the Soviet 
Government seek to excuse or explain the econ- 
omic breakdown and the appalling condition of 
starvation on the ground of losses and disorgan- 
ization incident to the war and on the ground 
of failure of rainfall. It is not necessary to 
minimize the effects of either of these ‘factors. 
Nor does the presence of either statement elim- 
inate the disorganization and destruction wrought 
by the Soviet Government as the direct result 
of its effort to put into practice the philosophy 
of Communism. 

“So liberal-minded a person as Dr. 
Kellogg, one of Mr. 
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associates in Russian relief work, speaking after 
intimate first hand and personal knowledge thus 
emphatically refutes the Soviet claim in this re- 
spect: 

““The waste and devastation of war, and the 
requisitioning by the Soviet Government of the 
farmers’ surplus production, thus destroying all 
incentive to surplus production, have combined 
to produce a food shortage all over Russia in the 
last two or three years, whatever the rainfall.’ 

“Mr. Hoover, himself, describes the situation 
as follows: 

““*The causes of the famine are such that they 
will be recurrent every year until there is much 
further change in the economic system of Russia. 
The industrial collapse has brought about these 
conditions. The wide-spread prevalence of disease 
and famine represents the fruits of this collapse. 
The drought in the Volga region would not be of 
such fatal character but for the general decad- 
ence of agriculture and the reduction of surplus 
stocks in other regions, the decay of transporta- 
tion rendering most difficult the movement of 
such local surpluses as do still exist.’ 

“It is set forth in the resolution that a propa- 
ganda of deception has been conducted under the 
direction of Soviet authorities and that in ad- 
dition to other aims, it has been the purpose of 
this propaganda to undermine and destroy the 
American Federation of Labor. Numerous 
authoritative statements might be cited in this 
connection but we deem it unnecessary to go at 
length into a point which has been made so 
thoroughly clear to the world by the Soviets 
themselves. We call attention, however, to one 
specific declaration of the Third Internationals, 
the political propaganda agency of Soviet power, 
as follows: 

““Special attention must be paid to the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor. It must be broken, 
agitating with the energetic aid of the I. W. W. 
for the creation of revolutionary trade unions.’ 

“Another official pronouncement of the Third 
Internationale containing instructions to sym- 
pathizers in the United States, contains explicit 
instructions for the undermining and destruction 
of the American Federation of Labor in the fol- 
lowing language: 

““First, organize small Communist groups for 
the purpose of conducting revolutionary propa- 
ganda and establishing Communist influence in 
the component unions of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, and 

“Second, organize in the unions special bodies, 
such as shop committees, workmen’s councils, 
etc., for the purpose of opposing the bureaucracy 
of the unionist leadership and of attempting to 
bring about the rejection of the old forms of 
union organization in favor of revolutionary activ- 
ity and a system of industrial rather than trade 
unions, as well as of organizing strikes wherever 
possible, irrespective of the decisions of the pres- 
ent day leaders of the unions.’ 

“This work in the old unions must always be 


“connected with the realization that one of the 


principal aims of the movement in America must 
be the creation of a new labor organization, in- 
dependent of the American Federation of Labor. 
The fact that most workmen in America are not 
organized; that the unions which are not affiliated 
with the American Federation of Labor have a 
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exists a rendeeey toward ke creation of ‘one big 
union’; that unions separate themselves from the 
American Federation of Labor all the time— 
all this makes it possible and necessary that all 
these forces be united into a new labor organiza- 
tion, based upon the principles of the industrial 
union and of the class struggle. The Communist 
party and the I. W. W. should work together for 
the accomplishment of this great aim. 

In order that this should be done it is neces- 
sary that the revolutionary masses in the I.W.W. 
should take all power away from those union 
officials. 

Striving to create this new labor organization, 
the Communist party must at the same time re- 
main in close and continuous contact with the 
workmen who still remain members of the old 
unions, and even after the creation of the new 
labor organization, the Communists must con- 
tinue their revolutionary work in the ranks of 
the American Federation of Labor, in order to 
unite and mobolize all class-conscious workmen 
in the struggle against capitalism. By means of 
the Communist groups organized in all the unions, 
as well as special organizations and the new 
great labor organization, the unification of the 
revolutionary industrial forces of the proletariat 
will be completed. 

“The question of famine relief is touched upon 
in Resolution 84 and your committee wishes it 
might have an opportunity to go thoroughly into 
that subject in its report. Suffice it to say that 
the Soviet authorities and the friends of Soviet- 
ism in America have neglected no opportunity 
to create propaganda for the Soviet under the 
guise of securing famine relief. In an article in 
behalf of this alleged relief quite generally pub- 
lished in the United States, one of its spokesmen 
brazenly described the desire of the Soviets as 
follows: 

““We ask Labor to consign what it sends to 
the port officer of the Soviet Government, in 
order that the people of Russia can see that the 
workers of the world recognize the 
Workers’ Republic; trust it, and hope

fer to have it done and to send with it the mute 
message the Russians are hungry to hear—that 
American labor understand * * * * for it is 
the sign that the American workers realize that 
the Russian workers are in a long, long strike 
for the common good.’ A more complete mis- 
representation of the actual facts and of the atti- 
tude of American labor would be difficult to 
imagine. 

“We cannot refrain here from calling attention 
to the great relief work conducted by the Amer- 
ican Relief Administration, and we are happy to 
say effectively and conscientiously supported and 
assisted by the officers of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. 

“It is advisable to say a word in connection 
with portions of the resolution dealing with 
tyranny and brutality under the Soviets. There 
can never be compiled any adequate statement 
concerning the number who have died of starva- 
tion as the result of Soviet incompetence and 
blundering but it is possible to present a partial 
tabulation of those who have been murdered by 
the Soviets in pursuit of its policy of deliberate 
violence and extermination. Because it is in the 
most convenient form we quote a compilation 
made by Archbishop Alexander, head of the 
Greek Orthodox Church in North America who 
drew his figures from Soviet sources. Arch- 
bishop Alexander found that in the period from 
November 7, 1917, to July 1, 1921, the following 
executions were instigated by the Soviets:

“As to propaganda conducted in the United 


States in behalf of Communism, we find it un- 
necessary to add anything to the statement con- 
tained in the resolution to the effect that it is 
‘too obvious to need fresh description.’ We can- 
not overlook the fact that in Russia and in the 
rest of the world, the Soviet powers have made 
special efforts to exterminate the bona-fide trade 
union movement. In Russia there is no longer 
a free trade union movement. The trade unions 
have ceased to exist except in name and as agen- 
cies for the carrying out of Soviet orders. In 
fact, under the most recent decrees of the Soviets 
in their alleged turn-back toward capitalism, the 
workers have not only been deprived of the right 
to speak through their trade unions but have, in 
fact, been made absolutely powerless against the 
arbitrary and autocratic orders of Soviet factory 
managers who, in many cases, are the same in- 
dividuals who held those positions prior to the 
downfall of the Czar’s regime. Instead of gain- 
ing freedom, the workers have lost even that 


meagre degree of independence and strength 


which they possessed under the old autocracy. 
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“The notorious Cheka which is the old Czarist 
secret police organization made more efficient 
than ever, possessed of all of the horrible arts 
of the Inquisition, is and has been the Soviets’ 
main instrument in torturing, executing and ex- 
iling those trade unionists who have had the 
courage to stand for a free trade union move- 
ment in the face of the dictates of the autocracy. 
The Cheka, agent of death and destruction, typi- 
cal instrument of absolutism has been described 
by Zinoveff, one of Lenin’s principal aids, as “the 
ornament and glory of our party.” 

“We feel that it would be trespassing upon the 
time of the convention were we to extend our 
report so as to include further details. The evi- 
dence, however, is most unimited. It is not 
necessary to take the word of those who are 
opposed to the Soviet Government or to the 
philosophy upon which it is built. It is neces- 
sary only to observe the operations of the Soviet 
autocracy and to study its official prcnounce- 
ments and the utterance and descriptions of those 
who are its authorized spokesmen and propa- 
gandists, 

“Should it be contended that the recent state- 
ments to the effect that a return to capitalism is 
under way in Russia, we can only add that what- 
ever policy may be found in operation in Russia 
at any moment is a policy defined by an autoc- 
racy and, therefore, revokable at any moment, 
by the same authorities. We find it nothing less 
than amazing that any American trade unionist 
should permit himself to be misguided in rela- 
tion to the subject under discussion. The evi- 
dence is easy of access and is most voluminous. 
We find but one explanation for the misleading 
of any person in this respect. 

“The plea for recognition of the Soviet autoc- 
racy is customarily a plea in terms of emotional- 
ism and sentimentalism. Human sympathies, 
perhaps more fully develop in the trade union 
movement than elsewhere, are played upon skill- 
fully by those whose business it is to seek sup- 
port of the autocratic powers that are ruining the 
Russian nation. The answer to those pleas must 
be couched in terms of facts and it is a matter 
of common knowledge that among those whose 
convictions are determined by considerations of 
emotion, the facts have little meaning. 

“In view of what we have here set forth and 
in view of everything we have been able to dis- 
cover, we can recommend only that the position 
of the American Federation of Labor remain as 
it was so clearly defined at Montreal and affirmed 
in Denver, and to that end we recommend con- 
currence in Resolution No. 84.” 

The report of the committee was adopted. 
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The tactics of communism are no longer secret 
and obscure, only to be found in the secret cir- 
culars of instructions sent out from Moscow to 


the agents of communism in foreign lands. 
Since the establishment of the central distribut- 
ing agency of communist propaganda at Berlin, 
Germany, the affairs of communism are accessible 
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to all who are interested in the movement to 
bring the masses of the world’s workers under the 
dictatorship of the communist leaders. 

Among recent developments in the communist 
international movement is the establishment of 
the Enlarged Executive Committee, which is 
composed of the representatives of the communist 
parties of the various countries where such part- 
ies are organized. This enlarged committee is 
replacing the Commission of Nine which was 
proposed at the Berlin Conference last spring, 
when the Third International sought unsuccess- 
fully to bring under united leadership all the three 
internationals, that is the Second, the 24% and 
the Third International. 

The first meeting of the enlarged “committee 
was opened June 7, 1922, in the Kremlin by Com- 
rade Zenonieff, the chief of the Red Trade Union 
International and a member of the Executive 
Committee of the Russian Soviet Government. 
There were present 41 representatives of 17 
countries with “deliberative” voice, 9 representa- 
tives of 8 countries with “consultative” voice, 4 
representatives with deliberative voice of the Red 
Trade Union International and the Young Com- 
munist International, and an additional represen- 
tative with consultative voice. 

Among the names of the _ representatives 
who are all prominent in the movement, though 
in a few instances the names are only assumed, 
we note the following: 

Germany—Zetkin, Brandler, Eberlein, Heinrich. 

Krance—Frossard, Souvarine, Sellier, Leiciague, 
Cartier, Rappoport. 

Italy—Bordiga, Graziadei, 

England—Bell. 

North America—Cook. 

Russia—Trotzky, Zinoviev, Radek, Bukharin, 
Stalin, Kameney, Pokrovsky, lLunartcharsky, 
Tomsky, Rudsutak. 

The program of the committee dealt chiefly 
with the approaching trials, social-revolutionaries 
of Russia; the Berlin conference and the united 
front; the mistakes and affairs of the communist 
parties of Czecho-Slovakia, France, Norway, Italy 
and Germany; the relations with trade unions; 
the report of the executive committee of the 
Communist International; and the call for the 
Fourth World Congress of the Communist In- 
ternational. 

The Russian delegates Radek and Zinoviev, de- 
livered interesting addresses, which explained in 
detail the present tactics of communism. From 
these addresses, which have been published in 
full in the Moscow Pravda, we gather the fol- 
lowing points of greatest interest to our readers: 

The Enlarged Executive Committee will meet 
at frequent intervals and serve as the bond of 
union between the Executive Committee of the 
Communist International and the Communist 
Parties of the different countries. The World 
Congresses can only deal with general principles 
but this committee will be able to exercise con- 
trol of the important details of the movement 
all over the world. 
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In an analysis by Radek of the said meeting 
of the enlarged executive committee, he makes 
the following observations regarding its position: 

The First International was an attempt to create 
an international labor movement from above 
rather than to unite and centralize an existent 
labor movement; it could therefore only sow the 
seed of a future labor movement. The Second 
International was from the beginning a federated 
institution. The parliamentary reformist epoch 
divided the movement into a number of labor 
Parties, each of which lived an isolated life, The 
unifying spirit was lacking. The Third Inter- 
national approaches the problem of a central 
leadership, not because—as its enemies say— 
Moscow commands, but because the epoch brings 
forward common problems which can only be 
solved by the communist parties in common, 

In the following extract from his account of the 
meeting of the enlarged executive committee he 
expresses the following, which 
applicable to the United States: 

“The clarity with which various members of 
the party understand communist theory is differ- 
ent and very often it does not appear specially 
important whether they express the conceptions 
of communism more or less clearly. Clarity of 
thought in the party often appears of minor im- 
portance when compared to so-called practical 
necessity, or when confronted with the hesitation 
to repulse this or that group of leaders. The 
process of the growth of a communist party in 
a land with a comparatively unrevolutionary 
situation brings with it a number of organizational 
questions. Since the masses are not in a condi- 
tion of revolutionary flux, the problem of 
maneuvers which are to bring to us those groups 
of workers now standing aside is of the highest 
importance,” 


is significantly 


It appears from Radek’s survey of the meeting 
of the Enlarged Executive Committee, that a 
good deal of criticism was found by the leaders 
of the tactics used by the various communistic 
parties of France, Norway, Italy and Czeho-Slo- 
vakia, which had failed to realize the importance 
of the tactics recommended by the Third World 
Congress. He summarizes this by saying: 

“As at the Third Congress The ques- 
tion at stake was the unequivocal execution of 
the communist mass policy (which is also the 
policy of the Communist International); it was 
a question of concretely connecting the chief 
slogan of the World Congress: “To the Masses,” 
with clear communist policy. The line of the 
Third Congress is now expressed in the fight for 
the proletarian united front, The Execu- 
tive Committee could not ignore for a moment 
the fact that the Communist International had 
not acted uniformly during the recent campaign; 
on the contrary, it established this lack of unity 
and it took steps to.‘nsure that in the future when

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an action is decided upon it will not be thwarted 
by any misgivings of individual parties.” 

According to Radek the “Commission of Nine” 
sought to mobilize the working class on the occa- 
sion of the Genoa Conference, and the efforts 
of the 2% International to make it appear that 
the communists had used the united front as a 
sort of manoeuvre to promote the Genoa Con- 
ference is resented by Radek who takes pains to 
prove that the united front was broached as 
early as January, 1921, and proposed to the com- 
munists of the world in an “Open Letter” pub- 
lished in Germany. He says: 

“At a time when nobody even dreamed of the 
Genoa Conference, we already carried on ani- 
mated discussions on the united front.” and states 
further: “The Berlin Conference was the result 
of our tactics of the united front. We did not 
intend to discuss at this conference the great 
theoretical problems of the labor movement. We 
put only such questions as were comprehensible 
from the standpoint of the policy of the Second 
and 2% Internationals. The old united Inter- 
national was split in consequence of the reform- 
ist policy of the leaders and as long as this re- 
formist policy is not displaced by revolutionary 
class struggle there can be no question of or- 
ganizational and intellectual unity with the Sec- 
ond and 2% Internationals. What we immedi- 
ately need is not that unity, but a political bloc 
under concrete conditions for the realization of 
definite demands. We pointed to a series of 
concrete demands which they also must defend, 
as, for instance, the problem of wage reductions, 
and capital’s offensive against the eight-hour day. 
Our demand for the united front was an- 
with a series of conditions. ‘If you,’ 
they said, ‘appeal to us as to petty bourgeois 
Socialists and demand the united front, we de- 
clare we are ready to conclude an agreement if 
you grant the corresponding concessions to So- 
cialists, that is to Social Revolutionists, Menshe- 
viks and the Separatists of Ukraine, Georgia, etc. 
Demands like these are a complete misinterpre- 
tation of the idea of the united front. The 
Ukrainian and the Georgian problems have noth- 
ing to do with it. The financial blockade of the 
world capital forces us to make concessions; the 
Second International, however, demands that we 
grant full liberty to those parties which in their 
programs demand the complete political and eco- 
nomical re-establishment of capitalism.”

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“Tt will ever be to the credit of the organized 
workers of Mexico, regardless of the opinions of 
our enemies,” said Mr. Vargas, “that soon after 
the heat and passion of the revolutionary period 
were over and labor laws were incorporated in 
the constitution they sat down to the orderly 
business of building up their organization to see 
to it that those laws were enforced. Today those 
laws are far from being enforced, and the reason 
is that the constitution itself provides that the 
congress shall enact appropriate legislation in- 
tended to procure the enforcement of these labor 
laws. 


“Congress up to this time has done no such 
thing, and it is for that reason that the organized 
workers are going to take part in the political 
elections this year. They are not going to take 
part as a party or as a group, they are following 
exactly the same non-partisan lines the organized 
workers of the United States will follow next 
November. We have in the Republic of Mexico 
several parties, among them the Liberal Party, 
which should change its name, because it is not 
a liberal party. On the other hand, we have four 
or five different parties that have sprung up in 
the last five years. Political lines are not very 
well defined as yet in Mexico, and these four or 
five political organizations that have been or- 
ganized during the last five years are going to 
join in the fight against the Liberal Party and 
send men to Congress who will protect the peo- 
ple. They are going to send to Congress men 
who will see to it that legislation enacted to pro- 
tect the people will be observed. They are going 
to throw their full force for men they are reason- 
ably sure will do that. 


“This country will be bound to hear the usval 
stories told about Mexico when things happen 
there that do not suit the financial and industrial 
interests; but I say to you about the political 
action the workers are going to take, so that you 
may be on your guard in this country and not 
be surprised when they tell you the organized 
workers of Mexico have organized a party, that 
it is not true.

They are not organized by them- 
but they are organizing their forces in 
order to elect men regardless of the party they 
belong to, who will at least make it sure that the 
constitution is not evaded by the industrial lords 
and the financial interests.

“In Mexico the organized labor movement is 
a baby compared with the American Federation 
of Labor. The Mexican movement is only a 
little over four years old. We may differ some- 
what in method. You can see very well why 
such a difference exists, but as time goes on we 
may be able to benefit by your experience and 
benefit by our own mistakes also. It can hardly 
be expected that an organization scarcely five 
years old will not make mistakes. We have tried 
to learn from your experiences and also from 
your mistakes. This is the reason why the 
Mexican Federation of Labor is anxious to es- 
tablish the closest relations with the American 
Federation of Labor. 

“The Mexican Federation had not been organ- 
ized a year when the executive Council of the 
American Federation of Labor extended to them 
an invitation to send representatives to an in- 
ternational conference for the purpose of estab- 
lishing closer relations between the two move- 
ments, You are all acquainted with the fact that 
in November, 1918, there met in Laredo, Texas, 
the representatives of the American Federation 
of Labor and the representatives of the Mexican 
Federation of Labor. The purpose of that Fed- 
eration was to establish a means of communica- 
tion between the two movements, and thus it 
came about that the Pan-American Federation of 
Labor came into existence. 

“The Pan-American Federation of Labor was 
intended by its founders to include all the labor 
movements of the American continent, In the 
past four years we can truthfully say that, taking 
into account all the obstacles we have had to 
meet, among which not the least is the difference 
of language, the Pan-American Federation of 
Labor has progressed as much as it could be ex- 
pected to progress. 

“We should not, I think, let such a thing as a 
difference in our language, a difference in our 
customs, a difference in our race origin impede 
the work of amalgamating as closely as possible 
the labor movements of all the twenty-one Amer- 
ican republics. I have been very happy to note 
that in this respect we have met with the heartiest 
co-operation from the members of your execu- 
tive council as we have met with the same co- 
operation from the officers and executive 
cls of some of the other labor movements. 

“The Mexican workers in their fight for indus- 
trial freedom went into a national organization

The strikes in these two basic industries have 
aroused the “doubting Thomases” and the indif- 
ferent public and the mentally lazy to a realiza- 
tion of the fact that the organized workers of 
the country have taken a stand against the raping 
methods of the money-mad corporations. 

At this writing (August 15) the prediction is 
justified that Labor’s Battle of Gettysburg is 
drawing to a close and that the unions’ repre- 
sentatives in these two basic industries are going 
to have written into the agreement a clause which 
will protect the organized workers from the 
ravages of the organized employers, who, in their 
insane endeavor to seek reprisal on the trade 
union movement, are trying to destroy a truly 
American institution, the only object of which is 
to increase the comforts of life of a large portion 
of our citizenship. What a farce! What a trav- 
esty on the name of America, for a gang of com- 
mercial buccaneers to organize themselves into 
what they are pleased to call a “Better America 
Federation,” and at the same time, and in the 
same breath, deny the right to other American 
citizens to organize for the purpose of protecting 
and promoting their interests. This unholy en- 
deavor is bound to meet with failure, because it 
carries within itself the germs of its own destruc- 
tion—claiming the title of Better Americanism 
and at the same time assuming an attitude that 
is intensely un-American; in other words, 
deavoring to serve the devil in the 
heaven, hence its failure is inevitable. 

The clause the writer has in mind is the right 
of collective bargaining. With this there will be 
woven into the warp and woof of our industrial 
system the right of the worker to a voice in set- 
ting the compensation he receives, the number 
of hours he shall work, and the conditions under 
which he works. This will be a long step toward 
industrial democracy. 

The trade unions of this country are emerging 
from this Titanic struggle with banners flying and 
with ardent hopes for the future, for their slogan 
has been, is now, and ever will be: 

“The child for the school and the playground, 
instead of the mill and the mine; the woman and 
mother for the home, where she can function as 
God intends that she should.” 

When we stop and calmly consider the won- 
derful progress that our movement has made 
against the organized, crystallized and completely

financed opposition, we are compelled to believe 
organized labor is indestructible. 

Vicissitudes and setbacks and obstacles which 
to the average man or combination of men ap- 
pear to be insurmountable urge trade unionists on 
to greater achievement. This can only be ac- 
counted for by the fact that our movement was 
born of oppression, suckled at the breast of dis- 
appointment, schooled for the splendid position 
it now occupies by battling its way, actuated often 
—yea, too often—by the little, white, unnourished 
face, pressed against the window pane, by little 
bony fingers; by dull eyes, every look from which 
stirs the husband and father and the lover of fair 
play to do battle through his organization against 
odds that only a picture such as described above 
can inspire men to grapple with. 

This is truly the Battle of Armageddon. Hear 
me, just as sure as the tides ebb and flow, Victory 
—VICTORY!—will crown the efforts of trade 
unionists in their holy war against greed. 

Nevertheless, trade unionists will not, I am 
sure, relinquish their energies in organization, for 
as long as there are unorganized men or women 
who work with their hands or their brains for a 
living, trade unionists have work to do, and they 
cannot trust it to hands other than their own, for 
they alone must remove the boulders and smooth 
the pathway for the progress of our movement. 

When we consider the many beneficent laws in 
the interest of workers and of society as a whole 
that the organized wage earners have been in- 
strumental in placing upon the statute books of 
every State and of the Nation, and when we think 
of the good they have accomplished everywhere, 
it is truly a record of which to be proud. 

Not wishing to boast or laud it over anyone, 
nevertheless it is a fact that trade unionists have 
accomplished as’ much as any part of our people 
for the benefit of all the people. The good that 
flows from the efforts of trade unionists can be 
likened unto the sunshine and the rain—it smiles 
upon those that helped and sacrificed to establish 
these conditions, and it smiles and helps those 
who have misused their energies and their man- 
hood to circumvent the good that has been done. 

Trade unionists have every reason to be happy 
on this Labor Day—a day made sacred and set 
aside by the Congress of the United States to 
celebrate the achievements of labor, a day for 
labor to take stock, a day for labor to consider 
the past, examine the present and plan for the 
future, a day that trade unionists in these United 
States will utilize with credit to themselves and 
honor to their country, 

Fellow-workers, I adjure you to line up, face 
to the front, and strive to make even a more 
cheering report on Labor Day of 1923, one year 
hence, than we are now submitting in 1922, and 
convince all fair-minded persons that the hope, 
effort and life of our movement is to make the 
world better—not by revolution, but by evolu- 
tion, by growth, by building, as the competent, 
honest mechanic does when he erects a mansion 
for human habitation that is an inspiration for the 
people of his day and generation. 

The writer feels confident that trade unionists 
will measure up to this standard and will over- 
come every obstacle. May all of us watch with 
eagle eye and guard with lion-like courage the 


welfare of our movement and the glory of organ- 
ized labor.

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Trade union incorporation is demanded by modern feud- 
alists and their retainers, who insist that as “capital” (they 
mean capitalists) is incorporated, trade unions should do 
likewise, that they “may be held responsible for their acts.” 

Corporations are not formed for the purpose of being 
“held responsible.” The purpose is to evade liability. 

Under the partnership form of doing business each part- 
ner can contract debts in the name of the company and all 
other partners are liable for the full amount. The prop- 
erty in the partnership can be seized for debt, and if this is 
not sufficient the property of each partner can be seized. 

Under the corporation form of doing business this dan- 
ger is removed. An officer of a corporation can contract 
debts in the name of the corporation, but only the property 
of the corporation is liable. The property of stockholders 
can not be seized, as in the case of partnerships. 

Corporation stockholders invest what they are willing to 
lose and can not be held for other damages. 

Business men are not compelled to incorporate, but they 
do so because persons will invest money without being held 
responsible. 

It is now proposed to compel trade unions to do what is 
optional with business men. 

If trade unions were incorporated they would be con- 
stantly menaced by the receivership process whereby their 
property and treasury would be at the whim of hostile courts. 

This danger to a corporation does not exist. Its activi- 
ties are clearly defined in its charter.

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If a trade union were incorporated it could be thrown 
into court by any detective, spy or “company man” who is a 
member of the union, and a property-worshipping judge 
would decide that the union’s activities are not sustained by 
its incorporation declarations. 

With the changing of social viewpoints and the adop- 
tion of new methods to meet industrial situations, no mili- 
tant trade union could function under this system.

Its method is stealth, mis- 
representation and flank attack. 

Our opponents know this full well. What they are now 
aiming at is the heart of trade unionism. They would have 
their judicial tools pass on its activities, its purposes and 
aspirations.
